to have S. Maxwell Coder as our in- 
terviewee on “The Christian Family 
and the Word of God.” With keen dis- 
cernment Dr. Coder points out some 
basic principles as well as specific in- 
structions in the Bible to guide the 
believer in his family relationships. 


COMMUNICATIONS is a great 
word these days, principally because 
there is such a lack of it. As for mari- 
tal communications, it is common 
knowledge that here in America these 
have broken down to an alarming de- 
gree. That Christians are not exempt 
from this failure psychiatrist Henry 
R. Brandt and journalist Homer E. 
Dowdy emphasize in “The Fine Art 
of Keeping Step.” This article is 
adapted from their excellent book, 
Building a Christian Home.

He be- 
seiged me with questions. I vainly 
looked around at the crowd that had 
gathered around Kimo, still carrying 
his spears and blowgun . 

‘“* ,. When I mentioned the changed 
hearts of the Aucas, the President 
was interested in nothing else. ‘How 
does one go about teaching such peo- 
ple about God? What can this man 
here who sits at our feet comprehend 
about God?’ I invited the President 
to ask him, and I interpreted both 
ways as he asked Kimo.” 

The President was amazed at the 
clarity of Kimo’s answers. He told 
Wycliffe’s Elaine and Cameron 
Townsend later that day that Kimo 
had seemed like an ignorant savage 
until he had asked him: “Who is God 
and who is Jesus Christ?” 

Still later the President told top- 


| ranking government officials that he 
| knew that Kimo had faith in God, that 


he could see the light in his face and 
hear the assurance in his voice when 
he spoke of his belief in God and His 
Son Jesus Christ. 


CUBA TAKES OVER SCHOOLS 


The future of Christian schools in 
Cuba was thrown into question in 
June when the Cuban government 
passed a law nationalizing education. 


| The measure declared “The State will 


take over all educational establish- 


' ments that at the present time are di- 





rected by individuals or legal enti- 
ties.” 

The government has already moved 
in on a United Presbyterian boarding 
and day school, 13 day schools of the 
Cuban Presbyterian Church and 22 
Methodist schools. 

A recent survey by the Evangelical 
Foreign Missions Association listed 
86 primary schools, 15 secondary 
schools, three theological colleges and 
nine Bible schools run by Protestants 
in Cuba. 


SUPREME COURT DECISION 


| Laws prohibiting business and com- 


mercial activities on Sunday are con- 
stitutional, according to a decision by 
the United States Supreme Court. 
However, such laws are constitu- 
tional only to the extent that they are 
general regulations to protect the 


| health and welfare of the public by 


‘ 


providing a “community day of rest,” 
the Court ruled. 

If such laws are designed to enforce 
the observance of a religious holiday, 
they violate separation of church and 
state and would be unconstitutional, 
the Court warned. 

The Supreme Court ruling came as 
it handed down decisions on four 


cases involving Sunday laws in Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania and Massachu- 
setts.

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Choosing for Eternity 

What should be the objective of a Christian home? 
Certainly to feed, clothe and shelter, as well as to love 
and encourage the members of the family. But non- 
Christians may do the same. The Christian home is 
unique in that it provides an example of what Christian 
living should be. Especially, the Christian home should 
produce Christians, many of whom may be God’s servants 
in their generation. 

Christian parents ought, therefore, to give much thought 
and prayer, not only in leading their children to Christ, 
but in pointing them toward Christian service. This for 
many obviously will mean service for Christ in a secular 
occupation. For others it will mean service on the mission 
field, the pastorate or some other form of ministry. 

It is true, God calls His own servants. No one should 
suggest that parents urge His work upon their children 
apart from such a call. Yet God speaks to prepared 
hearts, and these ought to be found most abundantly in 
Christian homes. We do not hesitate to guide our chil- 
dren in other ways. Why should we not place the weight 
of our counsel on the side of dedication to God for service? 

A pastor friend of ours pointed out recently that it is 
never too much for a parent to say, “Son, have you 
thought upon giving your life to Christ for service on the 
mission field?” Or, “Daughter, have you prayed earnestly 
about entering full-time Christian service?” Surely if 
the emphasis in the home has continually been on the 
eternal joy and satisfaction in such service, a word of 
prayerful counsel may bear much fruit. 

Some of us who are parents have taken years to learn 
that “all that is in the world . .. passeth away,” and “he 
that doeth the will of God abideth forever” (I John 2:16, 
17). How can we be hesitant in urging our children to 
turn aside from material gain for the sake of God’s 
eternal best? 

Strangely, it seems easier sometimes to turn away from 
wealth and position ourselves to serve Christ than to 
counsel our young people to make the choice. But we are 
persuaded that no other decision, other than our children’s 
salvation, can mean half so much. 


Needed: New Men 


Amid the tumbling hopes of men for international 
understanding and goodwill, a few unmitigated optimists 
see a way out through some major scientific breakthrough. 
If only some new area of exploration were opened to men, 
they say, if men had only some way to communicate 
clearly and quickly, if we could move quickly from place

We are impressed by the advances of science and the 
amazing opportunities and facilities which they have 
opened to us. Wonderful as the inventions of men are, 
however, they are not the way to peace and blessing— 
if so, we would have had peace and blessing long ago. 

Our hope is misplaced if it is in the things men make. 
If our hope is to be valid it must be in what men, under 
God, are. Our hope is blasted unless there be a power 
that makes men over again. Thank God, that is what the 
gospel does. Inventions speed communication and travel, 
they open new vistas for men to investigate, but they can- 
not make men what they ought to be. Only the gospel 
believed can do that. Inventions enable men to explore, 
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exploit, conquer and destroy, but only the fear of God— 
which is the beginning of wisdom—turns the use of such 
inventions from evil to good. Our privilege is to proclaim 
the only message which has the power to make new 
creatures in Christ Jesus. 


Our National Scene 

Crime in the United States, according to FBI director 
J. Edgar Hoover’s recent report, is on the increase, show- 
ing a “relentless trend upward.” In the first three months 
of 1961 crime was ten per cent above that of the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 

This is a sad commentary on the state of the nation. 
We blush with shame. Political bungling, as bad as it is, 
is child’s play alongside this. For while God allows a 
people to suffer for their foolishness. He can only severely 
judge national sin. 

Crime is eating at our nation’s vitals. True, there are 
many respectable citizens. But where is the restraining 
power? Time was when evil men hesitated to perpetrate 
their evil deeds. On the heels of community horror, con- 
demnation and retaliation swiftly followed. The influence 
of God-fearing men was great. Now it takes a good dea? 
to shock us, a lot more to shame us, and public reaction 
lasts only for a little while. 

Lack of faith in the inspired Word of God is written 
across our nation. Shoddy “Christians,” powerless 
churches, entertainment programs, organizations without 
life, shameless adoption of worldly standards in ethic and 
custom—evidences of our decadence are all around us. 
More church members, more crimes: that is the story. 

What kind of Christians are we, anyway? Biblical 
Christianity is not soft, it is not enamored of the flesh, it 
is not a popular way of life. It implicates the new birth, 
it involves the cross and the blood, it demands the cruci- 
fixion of self. Until we have that kind of Christianity, 
that kind of Christian, in our churches, reports concern- 
ing crime in the United States will continue to show a 
“relentless trend upward.” 

Better to be a despised, pitied Christian who knows 
God and means business in holy living and service than a 
sophisticated church member who is devoid of the Spirit! 
The true child of God, however lowly. is doing more for 
our nation today than a thousand popular “Christians” 
who are in favor with the community. 

Respectability is not enough. Education is not enough. 
Beautiful churches are not enough. If America is spared 
the judgment of the Lord, it will be because enough real 
Christians are praying and living according to God’s 
standard, so the Spirit of God is free to work in human 
-even the hearts of criminals.

The "Musts" of God 

The careful reader of the Bible is likely to discover 
certain words which are important in Scripture but which 
today are largely absent from believers’ thinking. One 
of these is the insistent word “must.” 

Look for it in the Gospels and you will be impressed by 
the fact that it is a word the Lord Jesus knew very well. 
He used it at the age of twelve in the temple to remind 
His parents of the priority of His Father’s business. In 
His teaching He declared that He must work the works 
of the Father; that He must bring sheep “not of this 
fold”: that He must fulfill all the Scriptures said of Him. 
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“I must abide at thy house,” He told Zaccheus, and to His 
disciples He said, “The Son of man must suffer many 
things, and be rejected .. . and be slain, and be raised up 
the third day.” 

The same word may be seen in the life of the apostle 
Paul from the time of his conversion on the way to 
Damascus. While still blinded and lying in the dust, 
he heard the words, “Go into the city, and it shall be told 
thee what thou must do.” Hours later the same voice 
spoke to Ananias, the Lord’s messenger, saying of the 
new convert, “I will shew him how great things he must 
suffer for my name’s sake.” Later, near the end of his 
life, Paul heard the same voice say, “So must thou bear 
witness also at Rome,” and again, “Thou must be brought 
before Caesar” (Acts 27:24). 

It is the same today. The life of faith and discipleship 
is filled with “musts,” from the “must” of faith (Heb. 11:6) 
and the new birth (John 3:3) to the “musts” of stead- 
fastness (Acts 14:22) and the judgment seat of Christ 
(II Cor. 5:10). But if there is compulsion in the will of 
the Heavenly Father, there is also peace and assurance. 

God’s “musts” are doorways to His best. How foolish 
to fail to see them or to look for some other easier way!

Whitewashing Sin 

J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, believes that it is high time the nation 
stopped trying to cover up for teenagers guilty of crimes. 


In a recent statement to all law enforcement officials, 
the FBI director declared that even as one used to deal- 
ing with crime, he is appalled by the reports which daily 
cross his desk concerning acts “almost too obscene” to be 
attributable to those still in the second ten years of their 
lives. Such acts, he says, cannot be accurately described 
by the gently reproving term, “juvenile delinquency,” a 
designation beloved by “muddleheaded sentimentalists ... 
Such teenage gangsterism should be labeled for exactly 
what it is—youthful criminality.” 

We heartily agree. Indeed, the principle might well be 
extended. Satan is always ready to supply gentle, non- 
irritating terms for every kind of sin. And with such 
terms, of course, go attitudes which excuse the sin as a 
kind of universal weakness, a not-too-important slip 
which is “bound to happen now and then.” The Bible’s 
words for sin, however, brand it for what it is—trans- 
gression, failure or a falling short of the mark. Sin is 
lawlessness, failure, pollution. Though we may excuse 
such things to ourselves in this life, we shall face the con- 
sequences, possibly here and now, certainly in the life to 
come (I Tim. 5:24). 

Most important is the deadly serious fact that no one 
needs to let sin go unchecked in his life. “And ye know 
that he was manifested to take away our sins; and in him 
is no sin” (I John 3:5). When we stand and give account 
to God, what can we say if we have totally ignored His 
great and costly provision? 


Mother's Place 


We have great respect for grandmothers. As a matter 
of fact, the writer is married to one. So what we are 
about to say should not be interpreted as an unkind dig 
at motherhood-once-removed. But we want to say, 
frankly, that we draw the line at sitting under the ministry 
of (or having as a pastoral associate) the Rev. Mrs. 
Grandmother or the Rev. Miss What-Ever-Her-Name-Is. 
Call us old-fashioned, if you will; we believe the Bible 
is right when it speaks of men as pastors. 

History is not without warnings which, at the very 
least, raise a question about woman’s leadership in a 
church. We look askance upon the ordination of women 
to the ministry—even when the candidate is a grand- 
mother—as recently reported from the East. No matter 
how you look at it, it is pretty difficult for a woman— 
even a grandmother—to be “the husband of one wife’”— 
bless her heart!

AM I ALL WRONG about my wife working? 
And is she wrong, too? 
Some years ago, before our children were 
born, we agreed that when they came 
she would quit her outside job. Now the 
children are in schoo]—our boy, seven, 
and our girl, five—and we find ourselves 
pressured from many sides that my 
wife go back to the office. But we 

still feel that the children need their mothe 
at home whether they are in school or not. 
Are we wrong? What puzzles us is this. 
We are tabbed as “a generation behind 
the times” for believing the way we 
do. Folks think we're some sort of relic 
from an archaic past. Here’s our 
situation. We live in what you might 
call an average suburban neighborhood. 
Children all over the place. But 

we are told, “Things are different now.” 
The mother of today has been “set free 
from her home bondage.” With this new 
freedom she now can be expected to 
keep up her home, her husband and he 
children, and at the same time 
have a career. It will make of her 
a “better personality.” Her time, 
and in many cases her education, 
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“will not be wasted on the children.’ 

How well we recall what one so- 
ciologist wrote: “The problem today 
is not whether or not mother should 


work. She is. Period. Now society 
needs to go to work itself to solve the 
problems created by the working 
mother.” 

My wife and I shudder a bit at such 
a conclusion. We are wondering which 
way our nation is going. 


+ Wuat haunts me personally are the 
frightening situations I have run into 
in my small circle of life just within 
the past few months. Let me give you 
some of them. 

Case A: the boy up the block. 

A good-looking, pleasant sort of lad. 
I would have said he is the kind of 
teenager I would like my own son to 
become. Then things began to hap- 
pen right out of a blue sky: car theft, 
burglary, training school, another 
training school, probation, drop out 
of high school, loss of two jobs, the 
army. 

It was plain that this family needed 
help, and my wife and I tried. We 
trust it is paying off for Christ. But 
hear this shaken mother as she and 
my wife chatted outside in the dark. 

“It was just when Jerry needed me 
that I was working. Three years of it. 
Warning signals were up all over. But 
at the time it seemed that I had to 
work. Oh, the heartache since!” 

Case B: a quote from a neighbor- 
hood schoolteacher. 

“T can tell in a moment from noting 
the pattern of the children in my fifth 
grade room which ones have working 
mothers. These children are not get- 
ting what they ought to be getting at 
home. They show it all over.” 

Case C: a broken home. 

It was one of those too-prevalent 
tragedies that occur in the early twen- 
ties crowd. Nice couple; happy, it 
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seemed. They had one cute son. Today 
the mother has the child—and a di- 
vorce. They were church people, too. 
Now the father is living back with his 
parents. It was explained in these 
words: 

“In the years my son needed me, 
when he came home from school, I 
wasn’t there. He was left to shift for 
himself. That was the start, and the 
road has been rough ever since. Now, 
divorce.” 

Case E: office phone calls. 

In the place where I work privacy 
is at a premium. Some frantic phone 
calls spell out all too clearly the heart 
cries of bewildered children. The facts 
for this one came out later. 

“Mother, I can’t get the door open! 
I know Mary is in there! Maybe she’s 
sick!” 

Mary was in the house, not sick, 
only sleeping. But that didn’t quell the 
fears of an eleven-year-old who didn’t 
know and who couldn’t get in the 
house. 

Another incident I remember is that 
of a fellow employee who tried to 
calm his crying eight-year-old boy 
over the phone. He assured him that 
mother would soon be home from her 
job, and he needn’t be frightened just 
because he was alone in the house 
and it was getting dark outside. 

Case F: a nursery school. 

The husband had two good jobs. The 
wife, trained in a profession, wanted 
training in another field. So off to 
school she went each morning, and off 
to nursery school went her two chil- 
dren, both under three. After classes 
another transition. A sitter stayed with 
the children while she went off to a 
part time job. How hard and calloused 
those two young people seemed to be 
when last we saw them! 


+ WE po not want to be a judge in 
these matters. Some good, solid ad- 
vice from Matthew 7:7 is applicable: 


“Judge not, that ye be not judged.” 
But we are puzzled and wondering, 
not only because of these actual cases 
noted above, but also because of the 
effect a society of working mothers 
will have on the future of America 
and the cause of Christ. 

Surely we are not unrealistic 
dreamers when we regard mother- 
hood as the greatest privilege and re- 
sponsibility any woman can have. 
Children are gifts from God and 
mighty precious to Him, even as they 
are to us. We feel that parents can well 
be included among those cautioned by 
the Lord Jesus when He said, “It 
were better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and he 
cast into the sea, than that he should 
offend one of these little ones” (Luke 
17:2). 

How often have we read the apostle 
Paul’s word to Titus (and to us): 
“Teach the young women to be sober, 
to love their husbands, to love their 
children, to be discreet, chaste, keep- 
ers at home, good, obedient to their 
own husbands, that the word of God 
be not blasphemed” (Titus 2:4, 5). 

The key decision we arrived at in 
our home is this: Mother’s time and 
care for our two children are more 
important to them than the material 
things we could buy for them if she 
were working. It’s as simple as that. 

We could use that extra money, cer- 
tainly. Many a night my wife and I 
have sat at our kitchen table having 
one of those battle-of-the-bills ses- 
sions—who has not? Before we were 
married she had an excellent office 
position, and on more than one occa- 
sion she has exclaimed, “My, wouldn’t 
a check like that do wonders for us!” 

It sure would! 

Yet something holds us back from 
her getting back into the grind. It’s 
those kids of ours we’ve just outlasted 
in getting to bed, who sleep on bliss- 
fully unaware of the headaches Dad 
and Mom are having. 

It’s true, the things many of the 
children in our neighborhood possess, 
our children do not have. At times it 
bothers them. But when we explain, 
they usually understand. And we? 
Well, it doesn’t bother us too much. 
We are foolish enough to believe that 
our boy would just as soon have some 
old shoe boxes and bits of string to 
make his own home-made train than 
the best electric train Mother’s check 
can buy—for him to play with after 
school, that is, while mother is gone 
and the baby sitter is taking care of 
him! 

We’re also foolish enough to believe 
that our little girl, who is plenty shy 
anyway, feels a bit more confident 
knowing mother is there when she 
comes home from school. We’re sure 
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she’d rather have mother listen to 
everything that happened that day 
than the lady up the block who might 
care for her until mother gets home 
on the 5:55. 

We've never asked them, but we get 
the notion that neither one of them 
minds very much that our car is not 
the best nor the newest nor the big- 
gest, or that we have only one—with 
no garage. 

Those long vacation trips haven't 
materialized yet, and possibly they 
may never come along. But the four 
of us have a wonderful time doing 
the simplest things and discovering 
thrilling sights not far from our home 
and city. 

The college funds are not as large 
as we'd like them to be. Yet their 
present education is going along quite 
well, since they have a mother who 
has time and energy to devote to that 
cause. 


+ Wuat about all the spare time my 
wife has? Doesn’t she get bored with 
“nothing to do” in this age of time- 
saving, labor-saving devices? No! 
Even now, with both children in 
school, my wife has more than enough 
to do to keep our home clicking. 

One thing has happened that means 
much to both of us. My wife has more 
time to help at our church. Not a great 
deal as yet, but with both children at 
school she can say yes to requests she’s 
had to turn down before. “Visit the 
old lady at the rest home in the morn- 
ing? Sure, I’ll be happy to do it!” 

The caller is so appreciative. For 
she, like any other leader in a church 
women’s organization, knows how dif- 
ficult it is to get help. So many women 
these days are unable to do any 
church work because of working 
hours and the necessity during the 
evening hours to care for home and 
family. 

What if economic necessity demands 
that the wife work on the outside? If 
that were so in our family, my wife 
would go to work next week! No ques- 
tion about that. Moreover, if some- 
thing were to happen to me to make 
me physically unable to carry on, she 
would become the bread winner. In 
other words, there are times when the 
family situation demands that the wife 
work, and there is no other answer to 
the problem. 

But what about this mother who 
lives up the street a way? She pre- 
fers office work or some other type of 
employment to the drudgery of home 
duties and routines. Moreover, she 
can apparently arrange some kind of 
schedule whereby she can sandwich 
together the demands of work, hus- 
band and children. Cleaning? Some- 
one else can come in and do that. 
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Laundry? We can always send it out. 

We can only repeat. Mother, your 
place is in the home, not the office, 
shop or store. Without you in it home 
is not a home. 


+ How really happy are these career 


mothers? We wonder. Of course, iron- 
ing isn’t fun. Neither are washing, 
cleaning, bedmaking and all the rest, 
even with all the latest gadgets! (Here 
is where I should let my wife take 
over!) The point is, as we feel, God 
wants you in that home and not away 
working some place during those cru- 
cial years of rearing your children. 

I can still see in my mind’s eye the 
scurrying mother who located her boy, 
aged five, and her little girl, aged two, 
near our house. The moment was 
drawing near for her to catch a bus 
for work. And I can still hear her 
words to the five-year-old tyke. 

“You take your sister right home 
now, do you understand? I’ve been 
looking all over for you two. Put her 
to bed for her nap. And don’t wake 
Daddy! He’s sleeping!” 

To my mind as I listened came the 
word of Proverbs concerning “the 
virtuous woman.” “She looketh well 
to the ways of her household, and eat- 
eth not the bread of idleness. Her 
children arise up, and call her blessed; 
her husband also, and he praiseth her” 
(Prov. 31:27). 

Which was more important—that 
mother caring for her children day 
after day through each day, or that 
family going on a trip to Disneyland 
—which was one of the purposes for 
her working? 


+ You know the decision we made on

this score. One of my closest friends 
insists that it will not be long before 
we change our minds and my wife 
will be working like the rest. “The 
trend is all that way,” he says. “Every- 
one is doing it. And you'd better, too, 
before you go broke.” 

I think he’s wrong. He can have his 
two cars, his hi-fi, the latest in furni- 
ture and so on. And they do have a 
nice home. But we do not envy them 
a single bit. Who can tell if we our- 
selves may get some of those things 
—as God blesses us—even on one pay- 
check and a bit of extra work? 

Nevertheless, we are more than 
ready to go without these material 
things, just so my wife can give to 
our children the time and care they 
deserve through their teenage years. 

Did you say, through their teenage 
years, mister? I did. Especially 
through their teen age. For that likely 
is when they will need her most. 

Will the fact that my wife plans to 
major in this field assure us of having 
“wonderful children’? No! But if they 
do turn out to be problems, and they 
do give us trouble, we will be able 
to look up into the face of God and 
say, “Father, we did our best with the 
two children You blessed us with.” 

I would, therefore, be brash enough 
to say to every mother in America— 
except where economic necessity di- 
rects otherwise, 

“MOTHER, STAY HOME!” 

God gave you your children. They 
are a “heritage of the Lord.” You are 
the only mother your children will 
ever have. And you cannot pass that 
responsibility on to someone else. 
You'll regret the day you try. END

Q. Dr. Coder, is it reasonable for 
Christians to expect to find in the 
Bible the answers to all their family 
problems? 

A. It is my deep conviction that the 
answer to every problem of the hu- 
man heart may be found in the Bible. 
This is certainly true of family prob- 
lems. The Scriptures contain about 
3,000 references to the family or its 
members. In these are scores of clear 
and plain instructions as well as great 
principles covering every kind of 
problem. 


Q. Could you give an example of 
specific instruction found in the Bible? 

A. Yes. I think immediately of a 
Christian wife who asked me what she 
could do to win her unsaved husband 
to the Lord. I reminded her of I Peter 
3:1, 2, a passage which teaches that 
husbands who do not obey the Word 
may be won without the Word by the 
godly behavior of their wives. This 
instruction exactly fitted her situation. 
It proved to be better than her un- 
scriptural method of nagging her hus- 
band with the gospel, since he was 
later won to Christ by her godly life. 


Q. What are some answers in the 
Bible that people need more often 
than others? 

A. I would put first the necessity 
for disciplining children. In the lan- 
guage of Esther 1:22, “Every man 
should bear rule in his own house.” 
Disobedience to parents is one of the 
marks of the last terrible days, accord- 
ing to the Bible. And disobedience by 
parents to the scriptural requirement 
that they discipline their children is 
undoubtedly the major cause of the 
present rise of youth delinquency. 
This subject is so important that God 
concluded the Old Testament with a 
warning about it. 


Q. What is the next most important 
area of need for Christian families em- 
phasized in the Bible? 

A. A close second, I would say, is a 
passage like Titus 2:4, 5. Here wives 
are exhorted to be “discreet, chaste, 
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keepers at home, good, obedient to 
their own husbands.” With this pas- 
sage must be placed I Peter 3:7, which 
requires that husbands give honor 
unto their wives, as being heirs to- 
gether of the grace of life, that their 
prayers be not hindered. It goes with- 
out saying that all who are members 
of a Christian family need those 
Scriptures which speak of our rela- 
tionships to God, the world and sin. 


Q. What should parents do to make 
use of the Bible’s resources? 

A. Parents must keep in daily con- 
tact with what the Bible has to say. 
This demands daily Bible reading on 
the part of the parents as individuals 
and as a family. It calls for a discus- 
sion of what has been read and the 
careful selection from it of specific 
precepts and examples, to be followed 
that day and thereafter. Bible read- 
ing must be accompanied by obedience 
to what the Scriptures teach. Obedi- 
ence by parents guarantees obedience 
by children, who are prone to follow 
the parental example. 


Q. Of the great precepts laid down 
in Scripture, which do you think are 
especially needed today in family re- 
lationships? 

A. It is difficult to distinguish among 
these. Everyone has seen men who 
are in subjection to their wives, to the 
injury of the entire family. This is in 
direct opposition to the biblical prin- 
ciple. Domineering or contentious 
women and spoiled children can kill 
the joy of family life. The scriptural 
precept is that women should be 
“keepers at home.” It is, therefore, 
interesting to learn that one of the 
chief causes of broken homes is the 
increase in the number of “career 
women.” Of the ten commandments, 
four have some reference to the home. 
The fifth commandment even contains 
a promise related to the home: “Honor 
thy father and thy mother: that thy 
days may be long upon the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee” (Ex. 
20:12). 


Q. You mentioned parents’ respon- 
sibility to command obedience. What 
are other Bible principles which par- 
ents ought to have in mind? 

A. I would place one above all 
others. It is that God has placed 
primary responsibility upon parents 
for the salvation of their children. 
Because Abraham commanded his 
children, they kept the way of the 
Lord (Gen. 18:19). Joshua could say, 
“As for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord” (Josh. 24:15). We 
are commanded to bring up our chil- 
dren in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord (Eph. 6:4). 


Q. Is this to be merely an endeavor 
on their part, or can Christian parents 
expect to see their children saved? 

A. The promise is: “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved, and thy house” (Acts 16:31). 
As I understand this verse, if we make 
Jesus Christ Lord and Master of our 
lives, obey His Word, pray for our 
children, teach them the plan of salva- 
tion and live godly lives in their pres- 
ence, we may be fully confident that 
God will ultimately fulfill His Word 
and bring them to a personal decision 


for Christ. 


Q. Where do you think modern 
parents most obviously fail in apply- 
ing these principles? 

A. The most serious failure is where 
parents appear to be unconcerned 
about the salvation of their children. 
They do not take them to Sunday 
school and church. They do not join 
with other believers in remembering 
their little ones at prayer meeting. 
Children grow up without hearing 
their parents pray for them daily in 
the home. Little effort is made to 
state the gospel clearly. Bible prin- 
ciples governing Christian life and 
conduct are not honored in the home. 

God works through families. He 
has entrusted the souls of children 
into the hands of parents, and they can 
win them to the Lord if they take this 
responsibility seriously. It is a good 
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thing to see our children saved, and 
God has said, “No good thing will he 
withhold from them that walk up- 
rightly” (Ps. 84:11). 


Q. Does any one passage outline a 
father’s responsibility in this respect? 

A. There are several. One of my 
favorites is Psalm 101, where King 
David describes his plan. 1) “I will 
walk within my house with a perfect 
heart.” That is, his conduct was ex- 
emplary. 2) “I will set no wicked 
thing before mine eyes.” He allowed 
nothing to come into his home that 
might be called wicked. 3) “I will not 
know a wicked person.” He. was care- 
ful about his friendships. 4) “He that 
worketh deceit shall not dwell within 
my house: he that telleth lies shall 
not tarry in my sight.” He was care- 
ful about his guests and their moral 
code. 


Q. What are the most striking Bible 
instances of parental success or fail- 
ure? 

A. Ihave already mentioned Abra- 
ham and Joshua in the Old Testa- 
ment. In the New: Testament I am 
impressed with the record of the 
household of Cornelius, who feared 
God with all his house (Acts 10). 
Timothy’s grandmother Lois and his 
mother Eunice saw to it that from a 
child he knew the Holy Scriptures 
(II Tim. 1:5; 3:15). One of the saddest 
cases of parental failure is seen in 
I Samuel 2:29, 30. Eli, although a 
faithful man of God in other respects, 
lost his sons because he did not dis- 
cipline them as God commanded. 


Q. What portion of the Bible have 
you as a parent found most helpful? 

A. The book of Proverbs. While 
we would not want to be without the 
instruction and guidance of other por- 
tions of Scripture, this book is ex- 
ceedingly rich in divine wisdom for 
earthly parents. 

For example, the father who dis- 
ciplines his child “shalt deliver his 
soul from hell” (Prov. 23:14). “Cor- 
rect thy son, and he shall give thee 
rest; yea, he shall give delight unto 
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thy soul” (Prov. 29:17). 
who really loves his child chastens 
him, but Proverbs 13:24 states, “He 
that spareth his rod hateth his son.” 
Correction removes foolishness from 
the heart of a child and gives him wis- 
dom (Prov. 22:15; 29:15). 


Q. Is there any reason to believe 
that emphasis on the Bible in a home 
is at least a preventative of the many 
forms of mental stress and illness so 
prevalent today? 

A. There can be do doubt of this. 
Psalms 1 and 119 both begin with an 
exclamation in the original Hebrew 
which may be rendered, “O the 
blessednesses of the man” who de- 
lights in the Word of God. For lack 
of this, we perish in our afflictions 
(Ps. 119:92). “Great peace have they 
which love thy law: and nothing shall 
offend them” (Ps. 119:165). In the 
keeping of the precepts of Scripture 
“there is great reward” (Ps. 19:11). 


Q. You have already mentioned one 
of the Bible’s principles applying to 
marriage. Are there any others? 

A. Actually there are a great many. 
Three belong together: the husband 
must occupy the place of headship, the 
wife the place of honor, and the chil- 
dren the place of obedience (Eph. 
5: 22-25; I Peter 3:7). Certainly no 
wife should mind being in subjection 
to her husband, if he loves her as 
Christ loved the Church, which the 
Bible commands him to do. 

Then, each home should be a sepa- 
rate entity. The first verse in the 
Bible having to do with marriage re- 
quires that a man leave his father and 
his mother and cleave unto his wife 
(Gen. 2:24). 


Q. You have spoken of failures of 
wives and children. Is this more 
common than failure on the part of 
the husband and father? 

A. If a wife or child fails, the hus- 
band and father is usually at fault. 
God has not only made him the head 
of the home, but He has made woman, 
“the weaker vessel” (I Peter 3:6, 7), 


happiest when she can respect and 
depend upon the man’s leadership 
(Gen. 3:16). Sarah “obeyed Abra- 
ham, calling him lord” (I Pet. 3:6). 
Adam was held responsible for Eve's 
sin (I Timothy 2:14). 

The failure of men to meet God's 
standards for godly fatherhood is re- 
vealed in Scripture as the important 
reason for family problems. Children 
have less difficulty in obeying the fifth 
commandment when their fathers 
show themselves worthy of honor by 
ruling their homes in accordance with 
the commands of God. 


Q. How important is family Bible 
reading? What can parents expect it 
to accomplish? 

A. Family Bible reading is one of 
the great secrets of success in rearing 
a godly, useful and happy Christian 
family. This is evident both from the 
biographies of outstanding Christians 
of other days, and the experience of 
Christian families today. Undoubtedly 
Deuteronomy 11:19-21 explains why 
so many Christians have engaged in 
family Bible reading. It promises that 
God will bless those who give daily 
attention to His Word. 


Q. Do you have any suggestions for 
getting children to begin their own 
daily Bible reading? 

A. Yes, I have. This may not be 
the best method, but I do know that 
it works. Teach children to memorize 
verses from the Bible when they can 
first talk. That way an interest in the 
Scriptures is created even before they 
are able to read. When they are 
learning to read, teach them to read 
some of these verses in the Bible it- 
self. As early as possible, they must 
take their place in family Bible read- 
ing, and be required to read in their 
turn each day. When they are given 
their own Bibles and have formed the 
habit of reading with other members 
of the family, they can be shown how 
to set apart a definite period each day 
for their own private devotions, con- 
ducted after the pattern taught them 
by their parents.

JUMPED TO THEIR FEET 


Or of the most remarkable scenes 

I have ever witnessed took place 
in East London during the visit of 
those beloved and honored men of 
God, D. L. Moody and Ira Sankey, in 
the years 1883-84. 

They held meetings in a hall in the 
center of the dense working popula- 
tion, where men by the hundred thou- 
sands worked and lived in shops 
and factories. This Monday evening 
had been reserved for an address to 
atheists, skeptics and free-thinkers. 

At that time Charles Bradlaugh, the 
champion of atheism, was at his zenith, 
and when he heard of this meeting, 
he ordered all the clubs he had formed 
to go and take possession of the hall. 
They did so, and five thousand men 
marched to the hall from all directions 
and occupied every seat. The plat- 
form was occupied by clergymen and 
workers. 


+ THE service began earlier than 
usual. Mr. Moody asked the men to 
choose their favorite hymns—which 
suggestion raised many a laugh, for 
atheists, of course, have no hymns. 

When the meeting was well under 
way, Mr. Moody spoke from the text, 
“Their rock is not as our Rock, even 
our enemies themselves being judges” 
(Deut. 32:31). He poured out a 
broadside of telling, touching incidents 
from his own experience at the death- 
beds of Christians and atheists, and 
he let his audience be the judge as to 
who had the best foundation on which 
faith and hope could rest. 

Reluctant tears ran from many eye, 
but the great mass of men, with a dark 
and determined defiance of God 
stamped upon their faces, sat seem-

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ingly unmoved before the evangelist’s 
running fire. Moody attacked them in 
their most vulnerable points, namely, 
their hearts and their homes. When 
the sermon was ended, one felt in- 
clined to think that nothing had been 
accomplished, for the message had not 
appealed to the intellect or the rea- 
soning faculties and, apparently, had 
convinced the audience of nothing. 

At the close Mr. Moody said, “We 
will rise and sing, Only Trust Him, 
and while we do so, the ushers will 
open all the doors so that any man 
who wants to leave may do so. After 
that we will have the usual inquiry 
meeting for those who desire to be led 
to the Saviour.” I thought they would 
all stampede, and the hall would be 
empty. But instead, the great mass 
of five thousand men rose, sang and 
sat down again. Not one man left his 
seat. 


+ Wuat next? Mr. Moody then said, 
“T will now explain four terms—re- 
ceive, believe, trust, take Him.” Broad 
grins appeared on that sea of faces. 
After a few words about “receive,” he 
made the appeal, “Who will receive 
Him? Just say, TI will,” From the 
men standing around the edge of the 
hall came some fifty responses, but 
not one from the mass seated before 
him. 

One man growled, “I can’t,” to 
which Mr. Moody replied, “You have 
spoken the truth, my man; glad you 
spoke. Listen, and you will be able 
to say, ‘I can,’ before we are through.” 

Then he explained the word “be- 
lieve” and made his second appeal. 
“Who will say ‘I will believe Him’?” 
Again some responded from the fringe 
of the crowd till one big fellow, a 
leading club man, shouted, “I won't.” 





Dear Mr. Moody, overcome with ten- 
derness and compassion, burst into 
broken, tearful words, half sobs, “It is 
‘I will,’ or ‘I won't,’ for every man in 
this hall tonight.” 

Then he suddenly turned the atten- 
tion of the men to the story of the 
Prodigal Son, saying: “The battle is 
on the will and only there. When the 
prodigal said, ‘I will arise,’ the battle 
was won, for he had yielded his will. 
On that point all hangs tonight. 

“Men, you have your champion 
there in the middle of the hall, the 
man who said, ‘I won't.’ I want every 
man here who believes that man is 
right to follow him, and to rise and 
say, ‘I won’t.’” 

There was perfect silence; all held 
their breath, and, as no man rose, 
Moody burst out, “Thank God, no man 
says ‘I won't. Now, who'll say ‘T 
will’?” 

In an instant the Holy Spirit seemed 
to have broken loose upon that great 
crowd of enemies of Jesus Christ, and 
five hundred men sprang to their feet, 
their faces wet with tears, shouting, 
“T will, I will,” till the whole atmos- 
phere was changed, and the battle was 
won. 


+ QUICKLY the meeting was closed so 
that personal work might begin, and 
from that night till the end of the week 
nearly two thousand men were drawn 
from the ranks of the foe into the 
army of the Lord, by the surrender of 
the will. They heard Christ say, “Rise 
and walk,” and they followed Him. 
The permanency of that work was 
well attested for years afterward, and 
the atheistic clubs never recovered 
their footing. God did away with 
them in His mercy and might by the 
gospel. END 
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The road to living poles apart 


begins with the agreement to quietly disagree 





— walked into my office and slumped dejectedly into 
a chair. He was a success financially. But after 22 
years of marriage, he was ready to quit. And he told me 
why. 

He was thoroughly disgusted with his wife. Passionately 
fond though he was of hunting and fishing, he had given 
them up. Rhea, he said, did not like it. They had no social 
life. Rhea did not like going out. Sometimes he went out 
anyway, but he always felt guilty about it. 

I met his wife. She was a bitter woman and looked it. 

“T can hardly stand the sight of him,” she said. “We 
have nothing to talk about. We used to visit his friends, 
but Carl didn’t like the way I talked to them. He didn’t 
say much. Just gave me that withering look. So I quit 
talking.” 

Here were two people, intelligent, polished and success- 
ful in other ways, whose marriage had slowly ground to 
a halt. They were strangers to each other, isolated men- 
tally, separated by an invisible but almost insurmountable 
barrier of resentment. 

The problem they faced is tragically common. Judge 
John Warren Hill of the New York Domestic Relations 
Court recently reported on 250,000 cases of marital failure 
that had come before him. His conclusion is that “bottled 
up resentments constitute one of the greatest dangers to 
marriage.” 

Hugo A. Bourdeau, a Baltimore marriage counselor, is 
convinced that inability of husbands and wives to talk to 
each other is our number one marriage problem. He says 
this inability to converse shows up in 85 of every 100 
couples visiting marriage counselors.’ 

During courtship couples spend hours together sharing 
attitudes and planning for the future, he points out. But 
in some of the homes set up, the wife’s easy conversation 
freezes little by little into a mystifying silence, and the 
husband’s once tender murmurings of courtship days 
develop into the full lungpower of near raving. 

But what of Christian marriages? Are they any differ- 
ent? It is our observation that the Christian who brings 
his marriage problems to a counselor has exactly the same 
kind of problem as these men describe. In other words, all 
men, Christian and non-Christian, grapple with the same 
problems and describe them in essentially the same way. 

There is a tremendous difference, however, in pointing 
up the solution. The Christian answer plumbs far deeper 
than conduct and a concerted effort to get along. It goes

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to the very nature of man—of which we will have more to 
say later on. 


+ Basicatty the secret of good fellowship in marriage 
depends on the two persons involved applying the prin- 
ciple of Luke 6:31: “As ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye also to them likewise” (Luke 6:31). 

Jerry is a fellow who makes such an effort. He married 
Alice fifteen years ago. Just as in courtship days, he ex- 
presses his appreciation of her cooking, the way she 
dresses and combs her hair, her manner with the children, 
her spirit of sacrifice in her church work, her graciousness 
towards guests. 

Alice never tires of hearing Jerry’s praise. It is a pleas- 
ant part of life that contributes to maintaining good fel- 
lowship—just as sleep, good air, meat and potatoes sustain 
a healthy body. 

It is important to know that Jerry is expressing genuine 
appreciation. He is not parroting empty, meaningless 
words which his wife insists on hearing and which he does 
not really mean. 

Along with this commendation, however, Jerry con- 
tinues to remind his wife that she tends to neglect house- 
keeping. He tells her that she spends too much time over 
coffee, which throws off the timing of the meals. He tells 
her that she leans toward extravagance. And he does this, 
most of the time, in all patience and longsuffering. How 
much patience and longsuffering? Fifteen years, so far. 

Now what about Jerry himself? Well, he is a kindly 
man. He loves to be helpful to other people. Alice appre- 
ciates this, and she tells him so. She keeps reminding him 
that she honors his faithfulness to his job and to his 
church. She commends him for his thrift and his careful 
management of family finances. 

On the other hand, Alice must continually keep after 
Jerry, because in his zeal to serve others he tends to 
neglect the children. He is careless, too, about shining 
his shoes and changing his shirt. Alice makes these com- 
ments, most of the time, in all patience and longsuffering. 
How much patience and longsuffering? Fifteen years of 
it, so far. 

Why don’t Jerry and Alice mend their ways perma- 
nently? It is a good question. But we are not describing 
two angels. Both these people have their strengths and 
weaknesses and they need each other. What can be done 
about it? Keeping the channels of communication open 
between them, and with their relationship undergirded 
by a deep love and a desire to please, each is a better 
person than he would be without the other. Yet there is 
the tendency for each one to drift back into old ways. 
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And they need to be reminded of it. 


+ For ordinary, fallible husbands and 
wives who need each other, unity is 
a priceless thing. We speak of it as 
teamwork, united action, agreement, 
intimacy. 

The apostle Paul offered a beautiful 
definition of this unity in writing to 
the Corinthians: “Now I beseech you, 
brethren .. .that ye all speak the same 
thing, and that there be no divisions 
among you; but that ye be perfectly 
joined together in the same mind and 
in the same judgment” (I Cor. 1:10). 

Fellowship springs from mutual 
faith, viewpoints agreed on, activities 
approved of. It also consists in—if we 
may use this overworked word—“to- 
getherness.” For the Christian family 
to be “perfectly joined together in the 
same mind and in the same judgment” 
is the supreme and sublime objective. 

Such a relationship is not just a 
“happenstance.” We may have a strong 
desire for fellowship, it is true. But 
the human heart with all its subtle de- 
ceitfulness drives us apart. Our own 
way is to us a far stronger attraction. 
The prophet Isaiah described it in an- 
other context: “We have turned every 
one to his own way” (Isa. 53:6). 

This marital cleavage has tragic re- 
sults. In 1959, one marriage out of 
every three in the United States was 
broken up by divorce. And these fig- 
ures do not present the entire picture 
of marital strain, sociologists say. 
There is an untold number of mar- 
riages which are only “psychologic- 
ally” broken. Man and wife may main- 
tain a residence under the same roof, 
but they are unable to come to any 
agreement on a “mutual” way of life. 

The result is that each goes his own 
way at points where they cannot 
agree. As the separation continues it 
grows deeper and wider. 


+ THERE are several ways to oppose 
this tendency and to maintain a mu- 
tual trust in marriage. One we have 
already touched upon, that of making 
a conscious effort to express apprecia- 
tion of each other and to be frank. 
Husband and wife have the right to 
know each other’s mind about each 
other, good or bad—in fact, about 
everything that concerns their rela- 
tionship. 

Essentially this is communication. 
It is not mere “talking.” People can 
do a great deal of talking and still live 
in a state of almost complete mental 
isolation. Communication means over- 
coming the desire to conceal thoughts 
and feelings, and rising to the level 
of honesty—about money, fears, 
wishes, motivations, sex feelings and 
responses, mistakes, resentments and 
misunderstandings. 


“Talk it out,” is Judge Hill’s for- 
mula. Frank talk will do nothing but 
good, he says, even though the initial 
response may be shock and wounded 
pride. He does make one important 
qualification. The marriage must be 
based on a firm foundation of love and 
unselfishness. 

Bourdeau says: “Without commu- 
nication, there can be no adjustment 
at all. Feeling free to converse on any 
subject, sharing with one another pri- 
vate fears and worries and desires— 
this is the bedrock of happy marriage. 
And it isn’t always verbal. 
are expressed by a smile, a frown, a 
shrug of the shoulders. These are 
powerful. We sense disapproval even 
though the spoken words are reassur- 
ing.” 

No good is accomplished by at- 
tempting to conceal negative reac- 
tions or making excuses or seeking a 
scapegoat when differences arise. If 
the relationship is strained, one needs 
to understand why, and what can be 
done to improve it. 

Communication ceases when the im- 
pulse to conceal becomes stronger than 
the desire for unity, Bourdeau points 
out. The husband who cannot speak 
of his financial worries may hide his 
insecurity behind what he would call a 
manly silence. The wife conceals her 
spur - of - the - moment purchase, or 
keeps to herself the concern that her 
husband no longer finds her attractive. 
Increasingly, couples who once were 
excellent companions learn to rope off 
areas of their lives and live in a kind 
of marital no man’s land. Converse; 
tion declines to “truce” subjects. 

Why do we try to cover up our true 
feelings? Probably because most of us 
fear disapproval. We do not want to 
reveal our selfish desires. These ten- 
dencies are accurately pointed up in 
two sentences by the Lord Jesus 
Christ: ‘“Men love darkness rather 
than light,” He said, “because their 
deeds are evil. For every one that 
doeth evil hateth the light, neither 
cometh to the light, lest his deeds 
should be reproved” (John 3:19, 20). 

At the same time we are all too 
quick to make judgments and deci- 
sions based on what we believe to be 
right and what is attractive and desir- 
able to us. The interests of the family 
easily become submerged in favor of 
our own. 


+ WuatT are some solutions proposed 
by men like Hill and Bourdeau to 
mend the broken lines of communica- 
tion between husband and wife and 
among members of a family? 
Reveal yourself, they say. Don’t 
guess at, but know what the other is 
trying to say. Become aware of what 
you are doing. Consciously take steps 
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to correct faults. Fall back on “safe” 
topics as a retreat if forced to do so. 
But communication itself does not 


) necessarily produce unity. The desire 
' for unity must also be present. As a 


wife you may clarify your desires to 
your husband just to get your own 
way. In that case your objective is to 
advance your own selfish ends, not to 
achieve unity. As a husband you may 
be firmly set against your wife’s ideas. 
Where is unity then? 

Communication simply clarifies the 
issue. Undergirding this communica- 
tion, as Judge Hill point out, must be 
a firm foundation of love and unself- 
ishness. It is at this point where the 
Christian approach is vital. 

What is it that is behind the criti- 
cisms, the negative conversations 
around the table, the tendency to 
break fellowship by going your own 
way, the inclination to conceal from 
your most trusted companion? The 
Bible tells us. It is the heart of man, 
which the Bible describes as “desper- 
ately wicked.” 

Thus, the true answer, the Christian 
answer in maintaining the kind of 
communication which leads to a mu- 
tual walk must ultimately deal with 
the heart. Basic to this heart change 
are the beliefs we hold as Christians. 

What are some of these? There is, 
for example, our belief in: 

The sinfulness of man. 

Redemption from sin by faith in 
Christ’s death. 

The indwelling of the Holy Spirit 
which enables us to do the will of God. 

True Christian marriage is founded 
in God’s love, which is shed abroad in 
believing hearts by the Holy Spirit 
(Rom. 5:5; I Cor. 13). That love is 
shown in our behavior toward our 
marriage partner. Its elements are pa- 
tience, kindness, generosity, humility, 
courtesy, unselfishness, good temper, 
guilelessness and sincerity. With such 
love as the foundation, a Christian 
couple can proceed with confidence to 
establish and maintain a mutual way 
of life. 


+ ESSENTIALLY, two-way communica- 
tion is a matter of the spirit. It re- 
quires two people who have been set 
free from the natural tendency to hide, 
to conceal, to be secretive. They have 
been set free by their laying hold of 
Christ, who died to set them free, and 
by submitting to the Holy Spirit who 
keeps them as they yield to Him. 
For such people the Bible is an in- 
valuable aid. This is because the Bible 
provides a God-given standard mutu- 
ally acceptable to the Christian couple. 
The application of this standard will, 
however, test the very foundations of 
a Christian marriage. Notice the kind 
of communication suggested in II Tim- 
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othy 3:16, 17: “All scripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is profitable 


for doctrine, for reproof, for correc- | 


tion, for instruction in righteousness; 
that the man of God may be perfect, 
throughly furnished unto all good 
works.” 

These are pointed words: “reproof,” 
“correction,” “instruction 
eousness.” Yet they reveal that the 
way to help maintain a “mutual” way 
of life is to tell your partner where he 
or she is wandering from your agreed- 
on path. This implies also a willing- 
ness to have your own wanderings 
pointed out! 

Writing in Galatians 6, Paul says, 
“Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a 
fault, ye which are spiritual, restore 
such an one in the spirit of meekness; 
considering thyself, lest thou also be 
tempted.” Restoration is the goal, not 
a patronizing concern for the other or 
self-pity or self-seeking. 

Unacceptable or questionable be- 
havior on the part of others first of all 
should lead you to examine yourself. 
Perhaps if you change your way, you 
will remove whatever has caused your 
partner to do as he did. 

Make sure that your attitudes, feel- 
ings and thoughts about the matter 
evidence a spirit of love. If they do 
not, deal with your own needs first. 
Then, when you have made full use of 
all the Christian graces, go to your 
partner and seek to restore him. 

Restoration not only implies re- 
proof, correction and instruction in 
righteousness, but recognition also 
that adjustment has been made. Re- 
member, too, that restoration is a 
continuing process. 


+ Wit these principles work in your 
home? They should. It was an under- 
standing of some of these things which 
in the goodness of God brought the 
solution to the problem of the couple 
introduced at the opening of this arti- 
cle. Today the marriage relationship 
of Carl and Rhea is on a good, friendly 
basis, for they have begun to build a 
bridge of communication between 
them. This has enabled them to define 
their differences and work out mutu- 
ally agreeable solutions, rather than 
turning away from each other when 
signs of discord appear. 

Each at one time was sure that to be 
thoroughly honest with each other 
about feelings and opinions would 
blow their marriage sky-high. Instead, 
each found in perfect honesty, repent- 
ance before God and a constant draw- 
ing upon His love, the grace they 
needed to begin building a mutual life. 
The same blend of truthfulness and 
love is possible for most Christian cou- 
ples who are really in earnest about 
keeping in step. END

TRIAL and CRUCIFIXION 


UNIT ELEVEN: Last month we noted 
that our Lord prayed, “Father, the 
hour is come.” Chapters 18 and 19 
now before us give the events of that 
eternally predestined hour. 

The Lord Jesus’ agony of prayer in 
the Garden of Gethsemane, which is 
described in the Synoptic Gospels, is 
passed over here (18:1), and the 
climax of His betrayal and arrest is 
rapidly reached. In this record, John 
gives us glimpses of Christ’s deity: 

“Jesus therefore, knowing all things 
that should come upon him, went 
forth ... As soon then as he had said 
unto them, I am he, they went back- 
ward, and fell to the ground” (18:4, 6). 

He is the One who knows all things 
and has all power. It is obvious that 
His enemies “took Jesus and bound 
him” (18:12) only because He per- 
mitted them to do so. He was ap- 
proaching the fulfillment of the words 
which He had spoken earlier: “No 
man taketh... my life ... from me, 
but I lay it down of myself. I have 
power to lay it down, and I have 
power to take it again” (10:17, 18). 

John gives few details of the trial 
before the Jewish religious leaders, 
Annas and Caiaphas. The appearance 
before Caiaphas furnished the setting 
for Peter’s denial. The other disciple 
mentioned in 18:15 was probably John 
himself. (We have seen that he never 
mentions himself by name in the 
book.) In the garden Peter had been 
quick to strike out at the enemies of 
Christ (18:10); later his momentary 
boldness deserted him, and he denied 
three times that he even knew the 
Lord (18:17, 25, 27), thus fulfilling 
the words of Christ (13:38) and 
starkly displaying the frailty of hu- 
man nature. 


+ As INDICATED above, John passes 
over details of the Jewish trial which 
are given in the Synoptics. The reli-

gious leaders had determined before- 
hand on Jesus’ death. However, in 
order to maintain the form of legality, 
they felt the need of bringing Him 
before the Roman governor and secur- 
ing the death sentence at his hand. 
Pilate is portrayed in the Scripture 
as a cynical, vacillating politician. 
Though he recognized that the Lord 
Jesus had done no criminal act 
(18:38), and though he did not really 
want to condemn Him to death (18:31; 
19:6, 12), he finally gave in to the 
maniacal hatred of the religious lead- 
ers against Christ, and their threat 
to accuse him of disloyalty to the 
emperor (19:12). He stands as an 
illustration of the truth that weakness 
in the face of evil is itself evil. 
Earlier we saw that John’s Gospel 
contains a number of conversations 
between the Lord Jesus and various 
individuals. This conversation with 
Pontius Pilate is one of them. It was 
a pathetic conversation—not for the 
Lord, who is the truth, but for Pilate 
the skeptic, who asked, “What is 
truth?” (18:38). To be confronted 
with the truth in the person of the 
Saviour Himself, and to evade the 
truth, is the tragedy of Pilate. 
Although there is no _ indication 
whatever that Pilate believed in the

Lord Jesus, the interview which he 
had with Him made such an impact 
that he stubbornly insisted on calling 
Christ the “King of the Jews” (18:39; 
19:14, 15, 19, 22). Perhaps his well- 
known hatred and contempt of the 
Jews had something to do with this. 
Probably also, being a superstitious 
man, he was afraid of that which he 
could not explain in the character of 
the One who stood before him. 


+ Because some who are studying 
this Gospel doubtless have a real in- 
terest in the question of the notations 
of time in John, it should be men- 
tioned that 19:14 is perhaps the key 
to the solution of the problem. The 
Jewish leaders, who had illegally con- 
ducted a “trial” of Christ at night, 
brought Him to the Roman governor 
as early as possible in the morning 
(18:28). When Pilate delivered Christ 
to their will to be crucified, it was 
“about the sixth hour” (19:14). 

Mark notes that the actual cruci- 
fixion at Golgotha began at the “third 
hour” (Mark 15:25), and all of the 
Synoptics speak of the darkness which 
came over the earth from the sixth 
hour to the ninth hour, at which time 
the Lord Jesus died. 

Knowing that there are no con- 
tradictions in the Word of God, we 
can assume that here John used a sys- 
tem of telling time different from that 
of the other writers. They used the 
customary Jewish reckoning, which 
means that the crucifixion began 
about nine o’clock in the morning; the 
darkness came on at noon; and the 
Lord Jesus died about three o’clock in 
the afternoon. 

John, writing long after the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem (which took place 
A.D. 70), evidently used the Roman 
system which, like ours, began the 
counting at midnight. If this was the 
case, then the time mentioned in 19:14 
was about six in the morning. This

| Now if John used Roman time in 
this place, it seems likely that he used 
it throughout his book. What would 

| be the logical conclusions, then, con- 

| cerning 1:39 and 4:6? 

The statement of this topic, taken 

| from I Corinthians 15:3, is particularly 
appropriate here, because John so ex- 
plicitly shows the fulfillment of Old 
Testament Scripture in the death of 
the Lord Jesus. Four times in the 
passage John calls attention to the 
fulfilling of specific Scriptures (19:24, 
| 28, 36, 37). The gambling of the sol- 
diers for the seamless robe of Christ 
had been foretold in Psalm 22:18. 
(Psalm 22 is often called “The Psalm 
of the Cross” because it is prophetic 

| of the death of Christ.) 

Yet one must not expect doctrinal 
| interpretation of His death here. This, 
| along with the other Gospel records, 

furnishes the factual story. It is the 
province of the epistles to teach us the 
meaning of His death. However, as 
we have gone along through the 
Gospel of John, we have received in- 
timations of the meaning of the Cross, 
certainly enough to accomplish the 
purpose of the book—that men might 
believe; and believing, might have 
' eternal life (20:31). 


+ SEvEN sayings of the Lord Jesus 
from the cross are recorded in the 
inspired records. Three of these are 
in John. They are probably the third, 
fifth and sixth respectively, in chrono- 
logical order. 

“Woman, behold thy son! .. . Be- 
| hold thy mother!” (19:26, 27). Even 
in His own agony the Lord Jesus made 
provision for His mother, commending 
her to the disciple “whom he loved”— 
undoubtedly John again. 

“T thirst” (19:28). The Bible text 
notes that the Lord Jesus carefully 
took knowledge of the fact that the 
prophetic passages of Scripture were 
being exactly fulfilled. This does not 
suggest a fabricated fulfillment, but 
calls our attention to the perfect ac- 
curacy of the Word of God. “The 
Psalm of the Cross” describes the in- 
tense thirst brought on by the physical 
suffering and loss of blood (Psalm 
we: 44, 15). 

“Tt is finished” (19:30). This is a 
shout of victory, not a cry of resigna- 
tion or a moan of despair! Remember 
that Christ had said to the Father, “I 
have finished the work which thou 
gavest me to do” (17:4). This was not 


| a martyrdom that He endured; it was 


a work that He accomplished. Here is 
the meaning of the statement of John 
the Baptizer, at the very beginning of 
our Lord’s public ministry: “Behold 


| the Lamb of God, which taketh away 
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the sin of the world” (1:29). 

So the Lord Jesus “gave up his | 
spirit” (19:30, A.S.V.). “I lay down 
my life . . . of myself,” He had said 
(10:17, 18). 


+ THE Jews were insistent that the 


bodies of those crucified should not be | 


left hanging on the crosses on the 
Sabbath, which began at sundown 
(19:31). They sought to hasten the 
death of the crucified ones by breaking 
their legs, but it was not necessary to 
bring on the death of Christ in this 
cruel manner. As we have seen, He 
had already dismissed His spirit. John 
reminds us that this is a fulfillment of 
Scripture (19:33, 36; compare Psalm 
34: 20). 

However, to attest the fact that He 
was already dead, a soldier pierced 
His side with a spear. John was an 
eyewitness to this mute testimony of 
the water and the blood (19:34; com- 
pare I John 5:6, 8). He undoubtedly 
thought of this sad scene many times 
in later life as he had to face heretics 
who denied the reality of Christ’s 
death. 


The entombment is further evidence | 


of His death. This is the reason His 
burial is included in the facts of the 
gospel as outlined by Paul in I Corin- 
thians 15:1-11. Joseph of Arimathaea, 
who had been a secret believer 
(19:38), now came forward, asked 
Pilate for the body and tenderly laid 
it in a new tomb. He was assisted in 
this by Nicodemus, who appears in the 
record here for the third and last time 
(19:39). One may well suppose that 
this was the end of secrecy for these 
two men—that they now openly took 
their place among the followers of 
Christ. 

That Sabbath was a gloomy day for 
the disciples (see Luke 24 for con- 
firmation of this). But it was not the 
end of the story. A new day was soon 
to dawn, the first day of the week, the 
glorious resurrection day. In our 
concluding unit next month we shall 
examine the events of that joyous day 





as we reach the close and climax of 


this most useful book.

New Book on Prophecy by J. Dwight Pentecost 


I THINK it can be safely said that 
more books have been written on 
prophetic subjects during the last 
thirty years by faculty members of 
Dallas Theological Seminary than by 
all other conservative theological 
seminaries in our country combined. 
Actually, most seminaries do not even 
give serious attention to this subject 
of biblical prophecy. 

One of the most important volumes 
surveying prophecies regarding the 
future (which is quite different from 
a survey of prophecies already ful- 
filled) is the volume entitled Things 
to Come (1958) by Dr. J. Dwight 
Pentecost, professor of Bible exposi- 
tion at Dallas Theological Seminary. 
Dr. Pentecost has now issued a much 
briefer and more simply written work 
of a popular nature entitled Prophecy 
for Today (Zondervan, Grand Rapids, 
1961, $2.95). 

In the beginning of this book the 
author justly warns about overdoing 
prophetic study at the expense of 
other biblical themes. I wholly agree 
with him when he says that “one 
danger rises from the fact that some 
people have given such intensive study 
to prophecy that they have completely 
missed seeing the Lord Jesus Christ in 
their study of the Word.” 

There are seventeen chapters here, 
beginning with one on “Why Study 
Prophecy?,” and ending with a con- 
sideration of the “Signs of the Times.” 
One chapter is based upon the early 
verses of Genesis 12 and one upon the 
great covenant of David regarding the 
throne; two relate to passages in the 
Book of Daniel and one to Ezekiel 38 
and 39. One chapter is devoted to a 
part of the Olivet Discourse and two 
more to passages from I Thessalonians. 
Six of the chapters are expositions 
from the Book of Revelation. 

I was especially pleased with Dr. 
Pentecost’s arguments against the

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theory of a partial rapture. In fact, 
his entire chapter on “The Church and 
the Tribulation” is most commendable. 

Strange to say, I do not find a single 
reference anywhere in the book to an- 
other prophetic writing or to a quota- 
tion from any other work on prophecy. 
The book is without an index, which 
is regrettable. 

There are some matters here that 
one could wish had been expressed 
differently or omitted. One has diffi- 
culty accepting the view that Revela- 
tion 8—10 refers to the last three and 
one-half years of the tribulation pe- 
riod, when there is so mueh in later 
chapters of the book taking place dur- 
ing that period which must fall within 
that same segment of time. 

I am sure the author does not quite 
mean what he says in the statement, 
“God today is rot working toward the 
fulfillment of the program for Israel” 
(p. 59). Is not God always working 
toward a fufillment of this program? 
On page 185 the author admits that the 
present state of Israel “has tremen- 
dous significance, for at the beginning 
of the tribulation period there will be 
Jews in the land of Palestine who are 
looking for some world ruler,” etc. 

All students of prophecy are quite 
thoroughly acquainted with the idea 
of a restoration of the Roman Empire, 
according to its most extensive bound- 
aries in the days of its power. But 
very, very few will go along with Dr. 
Pentecost in his suggestion that this 
restoration, which he relates to the 
Federated States of Europe, “will in- 
clude not only the continental states 
of Europe, but also those nations that 
were born out of Europe in the begin- 
ning.” With these he includes the 
United States, which he says “is only 
an extension of the old Roman 
Empire’s sphere and authority.” 

If you are going to chop up the map 
like that, I don’t see any use of even 
talking about the boundaries of the 
old Roman Empire. If the United 
States is going to be included here 
because we were settled by the Eu- 





ropean people, then why not Brazil 
settled by the Portuguese, or the West 
Indies settled by the Spaniards? If 
the answer is that this was an un- 
settled country before Europeans 
came, that is not correct. The Indians 
were here, and I am sure they did not 
come from the European nations, and 
that they were here “in the begin- 
ning.” 

In his chapter “The Great Harlot,” 
based upon Revelation 17, the author 
identifies Babylon here with Roman- 
ism. There are many reasons why 
this chapter does not refer only to the 
Roman Catholic Church, and in places 
here the argument grows weak. To 
say that “Nimrod married a girl by the 
name of Semerimus” is to make a 
statement that we only have from 
shaky traditions. Even the Davis 
Bible Dictionary says, “Nothing is 
known of Nimrod beyond what is re- 
corded in the Old Testament.” Then 
to add that “Semerimus knew enough 
of the revelation from God to know 
that God had promised a seed of the 
woman (and that) she laid hold of the 
promises of God in Genesis 3:15 and 
when she conceived and bore a son 
Tammuz, she claimed that he was a 
fulfillment of Genesis 3:15” is to make 
statements about which the Word of 
God says absolutely nothing. There is 
no hint in the text of our author here 
that he is using some late and—for 
the most part—unreliable Babylonian 
traditions. This is not in the Word 
of God. 

For me, personally, the most em- 
phatically unacceptable statement in 
the whole book is the one (p. 131) in 
which he says that because the name 
Ham means “the swarthy one,” or 
“the sunburned one,” this refers not 
to physical characteristics but to spir- 
itual, and that “Ham turned from the 
light of that revelation and was ‘dark- 
ened by the revelation.’ ” 

In the chapter on Revelation 19 the 
author states that “only those who 
have been born again—only those who 
have received Jesus Christ as per- 
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sonal Saviour—will be accepted into | 
His earthly millennial kingdom.” One | 
must at once ask the question that if | 
this is true, then who are those people 
who at the close of the millennium are 
deceived once again by the beast and 
go out to besiege the beloved city? 
The same author in his book, Things 
to Come, says that “from among those 
unregenerated in that day will come 
the multitude known as Gog and | 
Magog, who come up against the camp 
of the saints.” 

In many places this book will bring 
help and light, especially in its fre- 
quent references to the various group- 
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ings of peoples on earth at the end of i

The Wrath of Nations 


L. Heilbroner, The Future As History, 
published by Harper’s, there is a sec- 
tion with the intriguing title, “The 
Wrath of Nations.” 

Now all Bible students know that 
such an idea is found in the Book of 
Revelation. There we have the phrase, 
“the nations were wroth,” which of 
course means they were filled with 
wrath (11:18). I have never seen a 
good explanation of this phrase, and 
I am not saying that what this his- 
torian says on this subject is that to 
which the text points.

of nations” has to do with the future 
relationship of nations that are blessed | 
with an abundance of good things 
(such as our own country) to those 
poorer nations of the earth. He quotes 
the following from Dr. G. L. Bach of 
the Carnegie Institute of Technology: 

“If we make the highly optimistic 
assumption that total Latin-American 
output will ... provide a 2.5 per cent 
annual growth in output per capita, it 
would still be some forty years before 
Latin-American per capita income 
reached one-third the present U. S. 
per capita income. But if U.S. income 
continues to grow at around two per 
cent per year, it would be over 250 
years before Latin-American income 
would reach one-third of the then- 
current United States income levels. 
Even if Latin-American per capita 
income rose at four per cent a year, 
more than fifty years would be re- 
quired to reach one-third of the then 
prevailing U. S. levels.” 

Concerning this statement, Dr. Heil- 
broner says: “It is not difficult to 
project the effect of a race in which 
the poorer nations would watch the 





richer draw steadily ahead of them, 
or in which, after their vast labors, 
they would find the gap in no wise 
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diminished. It would expose us to a 
wrath and fury of a kind we have 
never heretofore known—a _prole- 
tarian wrath. 

“Yet this is precisely what is be- 
tokened as the outcome of our present 
economic thrust. It is now our proud 
—and sometimes our proudest—boast 
that with but 6 per cent of the 
world’s population we produce 40 per 
cent of its goods. If our desired trend 


of future growth materializes, that 
proportion—or disproportion — will 
remain roughly constant. Taking the 


various rates of growth as they exist 
| in the world today, we would then find 
the gap between our living standards 
and those of Russia and China to be 
diminishing. But the distance be- 
tween ourselves and the non-com- 
munist underdeveloped world would 
be expanding. Over the three years 
1955-57, our total expenditures for the 
encouragement of growth for the peo- 
ples of India, Indonesia, South Amer- 
ica and Africa was one-tenth of one 
per cent of our total gross national 
product. Prior to that it was less. As 
| a result, in no backward nation in the 
|

world are we responsible for the com- 
mencement of an ascent in any degree 
comparable to those which are taking 
place under communist guidance. 

“This is surely a policy which will 
one day reap the whirlwind. And yet 
it is a policy borne out largely of an 
unwillingness to face up to the fact 
that the alternatives are bitter. We 
find ourselves horrified and shocked 
by the social mechanics of forced 
economic progress, but unable as yet 
to contemplate the eventual con- 
sequences of a failure of this painful 
and perilous climb to take place.”

Genesis and Geology 


THE GENESIS FLOOD, by John C. Whitcomb, Jr., and Henry M. Morris 
Co., Philadelphia, 518 pages, $8.95) 


(Presbyterian and Reformed Pub. 


| EADING a work that takes seriously 

both the book of God’s Word and 
the book of God’s works is a refresh- 
ing exercise in this materialistic day 
and age. A theologian, Dr. John C. 
Whitcomb, Jr., and a hydraulic engi- 
neer with geological experience, Dr. 
Henry M. Morris, have combined their 
efforts to give us just such a book. The 
Genesis Flood offers a strong chal- 
lenge to the doctrine of uniformitar- 
ianism. This is granted in the fore- 
word by Dr. John McCampbell, head 
of the department of geology, Univer- 
sity of Southwestern Louisiana. 

The work begins with an evaluation 
of the scriptural and non-geological 
clues to the extent of the Deluge. I 
think the authors successfully defend 
their position that the Bible teaches 
a universal flood. Then, in dealing 
with past attempts by evangelical 
Christians to harmonize the Deluge 
with uniformitarianism, they demon- 
strate that in each case those who 
have expounded such harmony have 
ended in a blind alley. 

Acknowledging that modern geo- 
logical interpretation presents an al- 
most unanimous verdict against the 
biblical accounts of Creation and the 
Flood, the authors critically examine 
the domain of historical geology. The 
existence of factual evidence is ad- 
mitted, but the authors question the 
interpretation of this evidence, point- 
ing out discrepancies and giving con- 
trary evidence. 

They present, for example, photo- 
graphs of the contemporaneous human 
and dinosaur footprints in the Paluxy 
River beds of Texas, an example that 
is met with a strange silence in any 
geology text I have ever encountered.

They also show photographic close- 
ups of the contact zones between over- |

areas. Certainly these instances raise 
the serious question of the validity of | 
the principle of uniformitarianism in | 
the Procrustean fashion with which it | 
is currently applied. | 
On the positive side the authors | 
propose a scriptural framework for 
historical geology. Their main con- 
sideration: the concept of a “grown” 
earth, neglected by too many scrip- 
tural critics; the correlation of the 
geologically indicated universal mild- 
ness of Paleozoic and Mesozoic climate 
with antediluvian times; and most 
important, the equation of strata with 
diluvial ecological zonation rather 
than the time basis of current geology. 
Postdiluvian activities would be the 
late Tertiary orogenies as well as 
Pleistocene glacial episodes. The au- 
thors do not feel that the Deluge and 
glacial periods are mutually exclusive. 
Whitcomb and Morris in no sense 
regard their work as the final solution 
to a difficult and complex problem. 
This is recognized in the closing chap- 
ter, “Problems in Biblical Geology.” 
Rather, they express the hope that 
their work will serve as a jumping- 
off place for a detailed study of Gene- 
sis and geology by future workers. 
In my opinion this is a comprehen- 
sive, highly significant study, superior 
to any previous works in this area. It 
is certainly worthy of careful consid- 
eration by all Christians, whether 
scientists, pastors or lay students, who 
consider the Bible as the Word of 
God.—Wilbert H. Rusch, Sr.

nouncing the annual Harvest 
Home Banquet when the man in front 
of me turned to his wife and scowled. 
I know it isn’t polite to eavesdrop, but 
people aren’t supposed to talk in 
church anyway; so I listened. 

“Are we going to that banquet?” he 
asked. 

“Shhh! We'll have to!” 

“Isn’t that the one we went to last 
year where...” 

“Not so loud!” she scolded. 
that’s the one.” 

“Well, you can go, but I’m staying 
home.” And with that he turned his 
attention to the rest of the announce- 
ments. 

I hadn’t attended the Harvest Home 
Banquet the year before, but ap- 
parently it wasn’t too great a success. 
The man in the row ahead of me 
didn’t want to pay for the “same old 
poor food and dry program,” I sus- 
pected, and it was likely that there 
were others in the church with the 
same attitude. 

Actually, there is no excuse for a 
poor banquet. The Bible’s admonition 
“Do all for the glory of God” ought to 
encourage us to do our best; yet, sad 
to say, far too many church banquets 
fit into another Bible verse and “fall 
short of the glory of God.” As one 
who has had a share in hundreds of 
banquets for the past fifteen years, I 
feel it’s time somebody outlined the 
simple ABC’s that make a banquet a 
truly Christian testimony. 


“Yes, 


A—ATMOSPHERE 


Why do people go out to eat? Be- 
cause the food is better? No! There’s 
nothing like good home-cooked meals. 
The main reason people enjoy eating 
out is atmosphere. A new setting, 
gracious service and the privilege of 
“taking your time,” all contribute to 
a congenial, relaxing atmosphere. 

This is why people enjoy going to 
good banquets! And if you want to 
keep them coming, be sure you set the 
right atmosphere for your banquet. 

Atmosphere includes a number of 
things, not the least of which is theme. 
It’s time we did away with The An- 
nual Fall Banquet and The Yearly 
Church Banquet and replaced them 
with names and themes that help 
create atmosphere. 

One church calls its annual fall ban- 
quet Leaves and Sheaves, and you can 
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be sure that the decoration committee 
has very little trouble creating the 
proper atmosphere in the banquet 
room. Even a church basement can 
take on new dimensions of charm 
when the decorations follow a theme 
like that! One youth group I know 
holds an annual Winter Wonderland 
Banquet in January, with the posters, 
tickets and decorations following that 
theme. 

You may not want to follow the | 
same theme each year. One church | 
asks its young people to select a new | 
theme each year for the annual ban- 
quet honoring the graduates. The} 
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| 
committee keeps the winning theme a | 
secret, and everyone is pleasantly | 
surprised when they arrive at the 
banquet. So far the teenagers have | 
come up with: “Showers of Stars” 
(based on astronomy), “Night for a 
Knight” (a medieval theme about | 
King Arthur’s court), “Above the 
Clouds” (air travel) and “Under the 
Big Top” (a circus theme). 

One word of caution: the theme 
doesn’t have to appear in every aspect 
of the banquet. Far better to create 
the atmosphere carefully than to make 
it so obvious it becomes odious. If at 
all possible, the speaker should follow 
the theme, so be sure he knows what 
it is well in advance. 

Another way to create an enjoyable 
atmosphere, is through dinner music. 
Borrow a portable stereo outfit and 
put on your best records. For variety, 
have one of your visiting musicians 
present a song or two during the meal. 

Friendly and efficient waitresses 
or waiters have much to do with 
the atmosphere. Whether your own 
church members or the employees of 
a restaurant do the serving, they must 
keep the enjoyment of the guests 
uppermost and not allow the banquet 
to turn into a Sunday school picnic. 


B—BALANCE 


Here, I think, is where so many 
banquets fall short: they fail to bal- 
ance the program and put together an 
enjoyable evening’s package. Keep 
in mind that a banquet is not a prayer 
meeting or a revival meeting, and it 
doesn’t have to follow the pattern of 
the morning worship service. 

There must be a balance between 
the comical and the serious. It is 
usually best to begin the program with 
the lighter presentations and get more

a good meal, they want to settle back 
and enjoy the evening; so give them 
opportunities to laugh. 

A good emcee is a must for a suc- 
cessful banquet! 

But where do you find a good one? 
I suggest that you ask your young 
people and church members to tell 
you what emcees they have enjoyed 
at different banquets. Don’t use one 
of your own church members unless 
he can really do the job. If he has to 
look up old jokes in the Reader’s 
Digest and write them out on cards, 
then chances are he will kill the pro- 
gram. A good emcee possesses a 
spontaneous wit, a sense of timing and 
a knack of saying the right thing at 
the right time. 
him if you have to; you'll have 
better banquet. 

There must also be a balance be- 
tween the physical and the spiritual. 
This means you must have a good 
meal and a solid spiritual punch in the 
program. 

If money is a problem, here’s one 
hint: you’re better off putting extra 
money into the dessert and omitting 
the soup or juice. A good dessert at 
the end makes the entire meal better! 
Whatever you do, give your guests a 
good meal. 

Plan the spiritual emphasis care- 
fully. Move gradually into the spir- 
itual songs, paving the way for the 
speaker. By the way, select a speaker 
who can give a banquet message, not 
just an edited Sunday sermon. He 
should be able to get his point across 
in twenty to twenty-five minutes, 
relating his message to the theme of

the evening. The best banquet mes- | 


sages are tied to a single verse of 
Scripture, rather than a longer por- 
tion, and emphasize one main point. 
One speaker I know used Galatians 
6:17 at a Fall Roundup Banquet and 
spoke on the subject “Branded for 
Christ.” 

What is the best way to end the 
banquet program? Rather than give 
a benediction similar to what is done 
in church every Sunday, why not plan 
a musical number following the mes- 
sage—one that fits into the theme? 
This gives guests time to digest the 
message and also prepares the way 
for the closing prayer. If the banquet 
is a church family affair and there are 
not too many visitors, you may close 
with a verse of a suitable song; but 
select one that follows the theme and 
is familiar to the guests. On occasion 
the Spirit may lead the speaker to 
give a definite invitation. If so, it is 
best to invite those interested to see 
him after the benediction, rather than 
use an invitation song as you would in 
church. I have seen many come to 


Christ in this way.

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Balance, then, is the key word. Aim 
for a proper balance between enter- 
tuinment and edification, and keep in 
mind that God “giveth us richly all 
things to enjoy” (I Tim. 6:17). 


C—CONTROL 


Now we deal with the organization 
of the banquet and the people who do 
the work. 

There must be a banquet chairman 
who co-ordinates and controls the 
work of the banquet committees. He 
is not a dictator, to be sure, but he 
must accept responsibility for direct- 
ing the work and seeing to it that 
things are done correctly and on time. 
He may have a steering committee 
made up of the chairmen of the fol- 
lowing committees: program, finance, 
promotion, decoration and dinner. 


(You may need other committees, but | 


don’t overdo it.) Each chairman | 
meets with his committee regularly 
and keeps them busy, and the steering 
committee meets often to keep the 
entire operation under control. 

Once the committees are appointed, 
the banquet chairman and the steer- | 
ing committee draw up a calendar, | 
outlining the tasks that must be done, | 
with deadlines for each. This calendar | 
may be mimeographed and each com- 
mittee member given a copy. 

Remember that ideas do not work, | 
but people do. The banquet chairman 
and the various committee chairmen | 
must see to it that each assignment is | 
carried out on time. 

A word of warning at this point: 
beware of the “idea man” who wants 
to make changes. Once you have 
determined your theme and started 
the machinery in motion, avoid mak- 
ing any changes. 

The banquet chairman should keep 
accurate records of all assignments, 
costs, decisions, etc. Keep a careful 
record of financial transactions, too. 

Planning a banquet isn’t easy, of 
course, but it’s worth the work when 
you see the guests leaving the dining 
room, obviously thrilled at the eve- 
ning you planned for them. Then 
when you see the looks of anticipation 
the next year when the banquet is 
announced, you'll be thankful for a 
share in a ministry that brings such 
pleasure and blessing to others. ENp

This quartet is able to do jus- 
tice to a romantic, modern-sounding, 
ballad-type song, shift to the basic 
rhythm and free style abandon of an 
up-tempo Negro spiritual, and follow 
that with a heavy sacred classic with 
the solidity and direct approach that it 
demands. The soprano voice of 
Dorothy Marsh is utilized nicely in 
When He Shall Come and When I’m 
With Him. 

A recording like this makes more 
fascinating listening in stereo, for 
there you get the interplay between 
the top and bottom sounds of the 
quartet and a more complete audio 
picture of the orchestra. If you enjoy 
male singing, particularly quartets, 
this will be good. The selections are 
familiar, and they also communicate. 


» Countless people have been in- 
spired by the ministry of the late Phil 
Kerr. Although his music has been 
thought by some to be a little too 
boisterous and pulsating, he has defi- 
nitely left an impression on his listen- 
ers, upon the people with whom he 
worked, and on many of the gospel 
musicians who had part in his Monday 
night musicales.

Donna Aparo. 

There’s real variety here, and I’m 
sure the lovers of gospel music—espe- 
cially those who knew and worked 
along with Phil Kerr—will value this 
album highly.

| wo profess to follow the Lord 

Jesus Christ and yet are remiss in 
providing for their own families. 

We go to school and learn all the 
elements of reading, writing and 
’rithmetic. We learn what water is 
made of, how to sing on pitch, and a 
few of the social amenities. Then we 
go out and establish homes without 
the faintest idea how to provide de- 
cently for the needs of our children. 

Yet this is just what Christians are 
commanded to do. “If any provide 
not for his own, and specially for those 
of his own house,” Paul wrote to 
Timothy, “he hath denied the faith” 
(I Tim. 5:8). Do we recognize this 
in our own lives? Are we providing 
for our children? 

This is not easy, of course. A prom- 
inent professor of child psychology, 
writing in one of the women’s journals 
several years ago, introduced herself 
this way: “When I was teaching at 
Columbia, I had three great ideas on 
how to rear children. That was ten 
years ago. Now I am married, have 
three children—and no ideas.” 

If providing for a family seems easy 
at the beginning of married life, it is 
not long before our complacency be- 
gins to disappear. The responsibilities 
of a home, the burdens, the failures, 
sober our judgment. It takes all our 
abilities to do for our children what 
the Lord intended us to do. What is 
that task? Why has the Lord given 
children parents? How are we pro- 
viding for them? 


+ ON THE physical level, for example, 
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do we provide our children with the 
necessities for good, healthy bodies? 

I knew one young couple—very 
lovely people, educated, respectable— 
who had a little child. He became 
infected by some kind of virus or 
bacteria, and they were dilatory about 
taking him to the doctor. Finally the 
child became so ill that they were 
compelled to seek medical advice. The 
husband explained to the doctor, “You 
know, for several weeks now, every 
time we pick up the baby we' notice 
a strange odor.” 

The doctor listened somewhat 
grimly, examined the child, and dis- 
covered that he had an infection in 
both inner ears. The result was that 
the child’s hearing was completely 
destroyed. He will be stone deaf as 
long as he lives. 

How could intelligent people be so 
lax in their responsibilities? I went 
to a godly Christian home one day, 
and while I was sitting there the little 
fellow came in to show me his pic- 
tures. The father and mother were 
people of means, and they had gotten 
him an elaborate camera. This was 
some years ago, when there were no 
devices whereby anything you take is 
in focus. That boy showed me a hun- 
dred and twenty-five pictures, and 
not one of them was in focus. 

I went to his mother and said, “Have 
you ever had your boy’s eyes ex- 
amined?” She said, “Why?” I told 
her what had happened. “Oh,” she 
said, “he just doesn’t know how to 
work the camera.” “But,” I said, “no 
one would show all those pictures out 
of focus and brag about the fun he was 





having. His vision must be seriously 
impaired.” 

She took the boy to a medical doc- 
tor. His eyes were examined. I saw 
the mother six weeks later and she 
cried, “You know what Jim said when 
he got his glasses? He said, ‘Mother, 
for the first time I can see the tops of 
the trees!’” 

He had been having difficulty in 
school. He was slow in all his sub- 
jects. And they were deeply con- 
cerned. Later, that boy went to Pur- 
due University and took honors. Why 
had they not known about it? The 
responsibility was theirs. It was their 
duty to provide him the proper phys- 
ical equipment to enable him to take 
his place in the world. 


+ Do you see that your children are 
cared for in this physical sense? Do 
I? What, for instance, about the kind 
of diet we provide them? Someone 
will say, “Well, it isn’t very pious to 
be talking about food!” Isn’t it? One 
of the reasons God gave fathers and 
mothers to children is because some- 
one must decide what is good for 
them. That task is ours as Christian 
parents. 

I was speaking to a group of farm- 
ers one day—all of whom loved the 
Lord—and I said, “If I should ask you, 
‘How do you fatten up hogs?’ you 
would say something like, ‘Not too 
much soy beans or soy bean meal— 
makes flabby pork.’ If I should say, 
‘How do you fatten up beef cattle?’ 
you might say, ‘Well, we take our 
sorgo, put it through a sweat, add 
some blackstrap molasses and supple- 
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ment it with corn.’ Now if I asked 
you, ‘How do you feed boys?’ what 
would you say?” 

One farmer spoke up. “Well, Mr. 
Smith, there ain’t no money in boys!” 

When we were through laughing I 
said, “No, you’re right. ‘There ain’t 
no money in boys!’ But tell me, what 
is the greatest crop you are raising on 
your farm? Is it soy beans or swine 
or cattle or your sons?” He said, “I 
see what you mean.” 

I believe all of us who are in the 
church of Jesus Christ, who are 
fathers and mothers, should be gen- 
uinely concerned with the physical 
needs of our children. But do we 
know the difference between a carbo- 
hydrate, a protein and a vitamin? 

What about this business of a bal- 
anced diet? A Christian woman said 
to me, “My son doesn’t like salads. I 
just can’t get him to eat them.” That 
boy was having to take a mild cathar- 
tic day after day to keep healthy, be- 
cause the dear woman didn’t know 
enough to provide him with a little 
roughage. 


+ WE are not only to provide our chil- 
dren with proper food and care, we 
must provide them with a home as 
well. Is your child at home in your 
home? I understand the problem— 
having to pick your way over this and 
around that, and being sure to step 
carefully just to get inside the house. 
I know all about it. I’ve had to do it, 
too. 

But some people are so meticulously 
careful about keeping their home in 
perfect order that their children are 
not at home there at all. The home is 
a place to show off to others, not a 
place to live in. 

One of our teachers told me of an 
experience she had in the grades. She 
said, “One morning a little fellow 
named Teddy came to me and said, 
‘You know what happened last night?’ 
And I said, ‘No, what happened, little 
Teddy?’ And he said, ‘Well, I’ve 
joined the Cub Scouts!’ ‘You did?’ 
‘Yes. And the first meeting was over 
at Jim’s house. And I came and 
knocked on the door and Jim’s mother 
came to the door and I said, ‘I came 
for Cub Scouts,’ and she said, ‘You’re 
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a Cub?’ and I said, ‘Yes, ma’am!’ And 
you know what she said to me? You 
know what she said?’ And I said, ‘No, 
Teddy, what did she say?’ ‘She said, 
“Come on in.” And I just comed on 
in!” 

The teacher went on to say—and if 
you know children you'll get the full 
import of this: “Little Teddy told me 
that story four times that day. For a 
simple reason. His home was not a 
place where you ‘comed on in.’ You 
couldn’t play there. You might dirty 
a rug or soil a chair or mess up the 
room a little.” 

I wonder if Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God, in the home provided for him by 
Mary and Joseph—I wonder if that 
was a home where little Jesus “comed 
on in.” I think it must have been. I 
don’t think the child Jesus had to 
play in the streets of Nazareth because 
His mother was more concerned about 
how her house looked than she was 
about the soul of her boy. 

The environment we provide for 
our child ought to be one of which he 
can say, even if he can’t express it 
this way: “This is my home, provided 
for me by my Saviour, through my 
father and mother. Here I can play, 
here I am loved, here I am disorderly 
at times, but here I can rejoice in the 
privilege, because this is my home, 
too!” 

Do we provide the proper kind of 
play facilities for our children? Do 
we provide wholesome magazines for 
them to read? Do we provide the 
right kind of music? Or do you never 
expose your child to these things, the 
fine arts, the fine heritage of our cul- 
ture? He needs this kind of environ- 
ment, and it’s our responsibility and 
privilege to see that he gets it. 


+ It usep to be considered an old 
wives’ tale, the effect of the mother 
on the child before birth. Now the 
pendulum is swinging back again. 
Doctors in one hospital discovered 
that a new-born baby was having 
convulsions similar to those associated 
with severe narcotic withdrawal. They 
said one to another, “This could not 
be. This is impossible.” They took a 
case history of the mother and found 
that she was a confirmed narcotic 












addict. That child for three days 
went through the same convulsions 
that occur when you take away nar- 
cotics from a person. 

The evidence for prenatal influence 
in the physical sense is overwhelming. 
Gynecologists will tell you that many 
children are born prematurely as the 
result of the mothers’ habit of taking 
nicotine. 

The study of child life shows that 
twice as many children are born 
mentally defective after a hot summer 
than after a cool summer. The reason 
is that many mothers, instead of eating 
the proper kind of food—principally 
proteins, the building blocks of the 
body—are more interested in cold 
treats and keeping their weight down 
than they are in providing nutrition 
for their baby. Meanwhile, the child 
growing in the womb does not have 
the proper nourishment, and when the 
cerebellocortex is formed it is under- 
developed and the child is mentally 
defective. Mother-environment dur- 
ing these critical months of growth 
and development is all-important. 

Children cannot provide for them- 
selves. That is why it takes from 
eighteen to twenty-one years for them 
to become mature individuals. A little 
calf can be in a dairy herd within a 
year, sometimes. The horse at three 
years of age is a mature animal. The 
patterns by which a duck instinctively 
learns to swim or a Baltimore oriole 
builds its nest is learned by the child 
only after long years of maturation. 
Things like morality and the graces 
of the Christian life, or how to get 
along in society, take years to learn. 


+ Why does the Lord provide children 
with parents? I believe it is so that 
a child will be loved and disciplined. 
The one ingredient absolutely neces- 
sary to a normal psychological life is 
love. Talk to the young men and 
women who come to our Christian in- 
stitutions or church related colleges— 
or even our state universities—and 
you will find a common characteristic 
among those who rebel against their 
Christian heritage. It is this: he be- 
lieves for one reason or another that 
he was denied the proper kind of love 
and understanding and security that 
he craved for in his younger years. 

In some of the great hospitals in the 
East—the Bellevue hospital, for ex- 
ample—they are doing an unprec- 
edented thing. They are taking young 
men and women into the hospital who 
are in no sense medical technicians. 
They have been brought in simply to 
love the children. That’s their task 
and their only task. 

Here is little Benny, whose father 
and mother love him. The boy is hos-

Keep in Mind 

Silas (shortened form of Silvanus) 
appears suddenly on the scene of the 
New Testament story. He helps com- 
municate the conclusions of the Jeru- 
salem Council to the church at An- 
tioch, He as quickly disappears. 
After Paul’s visit to Athens the only 
traces we have of him are the oc- 
casional references in the epistles. He 


| is not mentioned in connection with 


Paul’s third journey, not even in the 
list of those who accompanied him on 
the return trip (Acts 20:4). Despite 
this paucity of material, we seem to 
have a fair picture of the man. He is 
not a general like Paul, nor even 
Barnabas, but he is a good aide. 
Under the persecution spearheaded 
by Saul, the church in Jerusalem was 
badly mauled and disrupted, but after 
the conversion of the leader of the 
opposition, it did not take long for the 
church to be re-established. By the 
time we come to the great council in 
chapter 15, there is again a strong 
group capable of dealing with matters 
of catholic import as well as caring for 
the local situation. It is in this re- 
stored church that we first find Silas. 


Consider These Points 

1. Silas-and his home church (Acts 
15:22). Of Judas Barsabas and Silas 
it is said that they were “chief men 
among the brethren.” He was a leader 
in his home church, and when a spe- 
cially responsible task had to be per- 
formed, calling for unusual wisdom 
and grace, he was picked out as well 
qualified. 

The home church is the place where 
a man should be trained, tested and 
proved. Schools which prepare men 
for ministerial duties usually want to 
know a candidate’s record in his home 
church. If he has not been useful 
there, he is not likely to be useful any- 
where. The man who is trusted at 
home will be trustworthy further 
afield.

2. Silas and his first mission (Acts 
15:27). To have been entrusted with 
this letter and its interpretation, Silas 
must have been free of the prejudices 
which characterized many of his 
fellow-Jews and which plagued the 
Gentile churches with unwarranted 
demands. He had large sympathies 
and, like Barnabas before him (Acts 
11: 22-24), rejoiced in the grace of God 
as witnessed among the Gentiles in 
Antioch. Like Barnabas, too, he was 
attracted to the work there, and stayed 
on after he had fulfilled his errand 
(Acts 15:34). Both men seemed glad 
to be away from the restrictive atmos- 
phere of Jerusalem. 

3. Silas and his big opportunity 
(Acts 15:40). I wonder how the rift 
between Paul and Barnabas affected 
the church in Antioch? For one man 
it brought the opportunity of a life- 
time. Silas was Paul’s choice to re- 
place Barnabas. Perhaps it was just 
as well that two giants did not stay 
together. Silas was more of the ma- 
terial for an aide, while Barnabas was 
a general in his own right. As an 
aide, Silas proved his mettle. He stood 
up better than John Mark. When the 
going was rough, there was no sug- 
gestion of going home. He shared 
Paul’s beating in Philippi and the hor- 
rible discomfort of the stocks, but he 
also shared Paul’s triumphant spirit. 
When he might have filled the mid- 
night hours with groans and com- 
plaints, he joined Paul in prayer and 
song, until the foundations of the 
prison shook and the jailer’s house 
was transformed into a house of God. 

4. Silas and his simple memorial. 
However simple, it is an honorable 
memorial. His name is inscribed as a 
collaborator with Paul in the writing 
of the two letters to the Thessalonians. 
I am not suggesting that Silas did 
some of the composing, but he was so 
much a part of Paul’s life at the time 
of writing that the apostle felt the 
message must go out under the name 
of Silas also. This was an act of grace 
on Paul’s part, indeed, but it reveals 
the oneness of these servants. The 
aide is recognized.

Keep in Mind 

1. The stops that God imposed on 
Paul in verses 6 and 7 of our chapter 
were but a means of directing his 
| steps. The Lord, the Spirit, must 
direct the operations as well as ap- 
point the personnel (Acts 13:1-4) in 
the great work of the gospel. The 
continental lines were not yet drawn, 
so Paul could not think in terms of 
opening a new continent to the gospel, 
yet Paul’s crossing of the Hellespont 
and the Aegean was more significant 
for history than Julius Caesar’s cross- 
ing of the Rubicon or William the 
Conqueror’s crossing of the English 
Channel. 

2. A Roman “colony” was a center 
of Roman life in foreign parts. The 
military and governmental personnel 
| made their settlement a little Rome. 
With them it was not “when in Rome 
do as the Romans,” but “when away 
from Rome do as the Romans.” These 
colonies were watchtowers, listening- 
posts and sentinels, securing the 
Roman power in their area. Such 
was Philippi, named after Philip of 
Macedonia, father of Alexander the 
Great, but made a colony by Caesar 
Augustus. Jealousy for the “divine” 
honor of the emperor was bound to 
raise a new kind of opposition to the 
gospel here. 


Consider These Points 


1. Lydia, seller of purple. Paul had 
been restrained from preaching the 
gospel in Asia (the western portion of 
Asia Minor), but the first to respond 
to the gospel in Europe was a native 
of Lydia, one of the three provinces of 
Asia. She was from the city of 
Thyatira, famed for its purple dyes, 
and apparently she was in Philippi as 
a representative of one of the great 
“houses” of her native city. Even in 
those days women had a place in the 
world of commerce. Thyatira seems 
to have accorded women an unusual 
measure of freedom and even of 
leadership, and this became a snare to 
the church which was later founded 
there. The rebuke to the church at 
Thyatira was that it allowed a woman 
to seduce its people with her false 
| teachings (Rev. 2:20). 

2. Lydia, seeker after God. She is 

| described as “one that worshiped 
God” (v. 14), a phrase used of Gen- 

| tiles who had become proselytes of 











Judaism, in part or in whole. The 
monotheism of Judaism appealed to 


many Gentile hearts that were sick of | 


the multiplied deities of the heathen 


world. The ethical standards of the 7 


Old Testament Scriptures also chal- 
lenged them. Lydia was one of these. 
She had identified herself with the 
little group of Jewish women who had 
only a river bank for a meeting place, 
rather than mingle with the crowds 


who thronged the heathen temples. | 


This openness of heart was part of the 


Spirit’s preparation for her hearing of | 


the gospel, and she recognized in 
Paul’s message the filling out of what 
she already knew of the living and the 
true God. See the grace of God in 
directing the affairs of a great Thya- 
tiran manufacturing house so as to 
put a hungry soul in the way of the 
gospel! And see the grace of God in 
Paul, who, though brought up in a 
rabbinical school which scorned to 
teach a woman, was willing to join a 
women’s prayer group and teach them 
the way of life! 

3. Lydia, hostess to the church. 
First she opened her home to the 
apostolic party (v. 15), so giving them 
home comforts in the midst of their 
labors. We are not informed concern- 
ing the members of her household who 
believed with her. To conclude that 
they were her husband and children 
is somewhat rash. They could just as 
well be her business associates and

household servants. At any rate, it 
must have been a considerable house 
to accommodate the party and later to 
be the meeting place of the believers 
(v. 40). Paul and Silas, in resorting 
to the home of Lydia on their release 
from prison, remind us of Peter going 
to the house of Mary, John Mark’s 
mother, when delivered from the jail 
by an angel in Jerusalem. The women 
who have been veritable mothers to 
the church have surely a rich reward 
awaiting them.

Keep in Mind 

1. One of the marks of true great- | 
ness is the ability to develop greatness 
|in others. The man who attains to| 


nent, but not great. The greatness of | 
the apostle Paul is seen in what he 
did for others. It is true that Timothy 
is but a foothill beside the great moun- 
|tain, Paul. But without Paul he} 
| would have been only a hillock. On 
| the human plane he owes an enormous 
‘debt to Paul. 
| 2. On the other hand, great men 
| frequently owe more than appears on | 
| the surface to the lesser lights. Martin 
| Luther was mightily helped by Philipp 
| Melanchthon, and there can be no 
| doubt that Timothy contributed much 

to the life of Paul—by his faithfulness, 
| his love, his ready help. I remember | 
| hearing a minister boast that the dust 
| of his shoes was on no man’s shoul- | 
|ders. An empty boast! The greatest | 
| and the least alike have been helped 
| along by others. 
| 3. Timothy is more than a historical | 
| personage. He is a proverb. As| 
| Daniel stands for wisdom, Jonah for | 
the “jinx” and Judas for treachery, so | 
| Timothy is the prototype of the true | 
| understudy. 








“Every Paul has his) 
| Timothy,” we say. Indeed every Paul | 
‘has a whole cohort of would-be| 
| Timothy’s, whose imitation is more 

| ludicrous than complimentary. But to 

| study and work in the shadow of a 

| mighty man of God is a rare privilege | 
| which we might well covet for all our 

| ministerial aspirants. 


Consider These Points 

1. Consecration of a man of God | 
| (Acts 16:1-3). Timothy was probably | 
‘converted on the occasion of Paul’s 
| previous visit to Lycaonia, for Paul | 
| calls him “my own son in the faith” | 
| (I Tim. 1:2). He was the son of a 
mixed marriage—Jewish and Greek. 
| The apostle did not regard this as an 
obstacle. Timothy’s Greek back- 
| ground would give him rapproche- 
|ment with the Greeks, while his ac- 
'ceptance with the Jews would be 
| assured by his circumcision. For the 
| sake of the gospel, Paul refused to 
have Titus circumcised (Gal. 2:3-5), 
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for he championed the freedom of 
Gentile believers from Jewish ordi- 
nances. The case was different with 
Timothy. Born of a Jewish mother, 
he could claim full Jewish rights if he 
submitted to the ordinances, and Paul 
judged that this would promote the 
gospel. It was a case of being all things 
to all men that he might save some | 
(I Cor. 9:22). Here is the expediency 
of godliness, unmarred by the com- 
promise which betrays the gospel. 
Note a further qualification. Timothy 
was “well reported of by the breth- 
ren.” One who has not won the con- 
fidence and approval of his fellows 
cannot well represent Jesus Christ in 
the work of the gospel. 

2. Commendation of a man of God 
(Phil. 2:19-23). Two things Paul says 
in commendation of Timothy. The 
first has to do with his attitude to the 
churches. He had a real care for their 
condition. That meant more to him 
than his own position, his own ad- 
vancement. Paul could trust him to 
promote the spiritual welfare of the 
Philippians without seeking to in- 
gratiate himself for personal ends. 
The second commendation relates to 
Timothy’s service with Paul. He had 
acted as a true son, showing affection, | 
rendering obedience and carrying his | 
full share of the burden of the work. | 
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| will end in failure, 


In all this the younger man had given | 
proof of his worthiness as a minister, | 
and the apostle had therefore no/! 
hesitation in giving him this assign- 
ment to the Philippians. The practice 
of amassing letters of commendation | 
for personal ends is ethically doubtful, 
but the spontaneous approval of a man 
of God is of real value. 

3. Counsel for the man of God 
(II Tim. 2:1-5). Both letters to Tim- 
othy are full of valuable counsel, and 
the second is especially significant, as 
it represents the burden of the apostle 
as he faced imminent death. Timothy 
is still to him “my son,” and he passes 
on the torch of the truth of the gospel 
to him, with instruction to pass it on | 
to others, who will in turn pass it on. | 
Care must be taken that faithful hands 
bear the torch, for the flame must be 
kept clear and bright. Such trans- | 
mission of the gospel will involve con- | 
flict, so the man engaged in the task 
must be prepared to endure the hard- 
ships of war. But he is not alone in| 
the battle. He stands shoulder to} 
shoulder with fellow-soldiers, com- | 
mitted to the same “Captain of our 
salvation.”

Here was 
a test of the grace of God in them 
They could have begun a campaign of 
criticism, discrediting the young man 
to the point of ruining his ministry. 
They could have stood aloof, saying 
nothing, and excusing themselves on 
the ground that they were only lay- 
folks who had no right to correct a 
preacher. What they did was the 
gracious thing—the faithful thing, but 
the hard thing. They undertook to 
instruct Apollos, giving him the bene- 
fit of all they had learned from Paul. 
The grace of God was just as evident

colors. So Paul expressed his own 
thanks and that of the whole church 
for these fine members who, in every 
situation, were true.

How can I know whether I have the 


right abilities? 


Well, let’s think about that. What 


do you gather from II Timothy 4:2 to 
be one of the great tasks of the minis- 
t 


er? Yes, he is a preacher; and what 


is he to preach? If a fellow or girl has 
no great love for God’s Word and no 
deep longing to get to know it better 
he or she will hardly be able to spend 
much time proclaiming it! Are you 
one of those Christians who get by on 
a minimum of Bible study, or do you 
already feel in yourself a hunger for 
a greater Bible knowledge? Do you 
spend more time than you used to 
over God’s Word? 

If the minister’s calling is to preach, 
there should be even now some in- 
dication that God has “put His words 
in your mouth,” as in the case of 
Jeremiah. Admittedly, there is much 
to learn; but do you already feel 
longing to speak to men and women 
about Christ? 

Every minister should be a soul- 
winner. But ordination does not make 
a man a soul-winner; nor does an 
ocean voyage make a girl into a mis- 
sionary. Have you already won some 
soul to the Lord? 


Isn’t there more to it than preach- 
ing? 

Oh, yes! The minister

ag to the young minister. What is

he commanded to be? In what par- 
ticular ways is he to obey this com- 
mand? 

This means that to be called to spe- 
cial Christian service a man or woman 
should show evidence of outstanding 
Christian character, faith and love. 
You see, if you have no real desire 
to be as holy as a redeeming Lord can 
make you, there is not much evidence 
that you are going to become an ex- 
ample to other believers! 

Have you already learned to resist 
the temptations and snares of the 
devil? They will be far more severe if 
you are called to Christ’s ministry. 
Think of Christ’s own experience re- 
corded in Mark 1:9-13. What a great 
moment His baptism must have been 
to Him! For Christ, it was the sign 
for the commencement of His minis- 
try; it was His public enduement with 
the Holy Spirit for the work that lay 
ahead of Him. What immediately 
happened? See verse 13. Where was 
He? Who met Him? What did His 
enemy do? 


What steps can I take right now? 


First, make certain that you are 
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truly and completely dedicated to the 
Lord for His service, wherever He 
may call you. You must be at the 
point that David had reached in Psalm 
86:11. What was his prayer? Is it 
genuinely yours? 

God will not make His will plain to 
you until you are ready to receive it. 
But when you are wholly committed, 
as Isaiah was in the Temple, God will 
show you the next step. 

Next, as you would expect, make 
your future a constant matter of 
prayer, and get others to pray, too. It 
was as Paul and Barnabas and their 
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friends prayed that God’s message 
came for them to be separated for, 
missionary work (Acts 13:2, 3). 
Consult older Christians, particu- 
larly your own minister, for advice. 
Often some other person can see your 
gifts (or lack of them) more clearly 
than you can yourself. 

Get to know your Bible well. Be- 
sides your daily devotional Bible 
reading, set aside time for more defi- | 
nite study of the Word. 
Use all opportunities for witness, 
both personal and public. Pray that 
souls may be won to Christ. Wait for 
the Lord to show you the next step, 
and be ready to follow when He does!
